Humphrey told a closed luncheon last 
week that the Kennedy camp initiated 
the negotiations to assure that the loser 
of their Democratic presidential battle 
Joined the winner on the party's 1966 
ticket. 


Either could have headed such a 


ticket under the plan, and Humphrey 
was reported to have said he was 
convinced that either he or Kennedy 
would have defeated President Nino.

the year's third major Democratic 
contender. Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy 
of Minnesota. 


But Kennedy was assassinated the 


night he defeated McCarthy in their 
California primary showdown, and 
McCarthy became Humphrey's chief 
rival at the turbulent Chicago con- 
vention that left the party split. 


With many of McCarthy's supporters 


disaffected, the Democratic ticket of 
Humphrey and Sen. Edmund S. 


Muskie, 
DMaine, 
was 
narrowly 


defeated by the GOP combination of 
Nixon ***** Spin T. Agnew. 


Humphrey declinedto confirm or 


deny the report of his account of the 
1988 events. 


A top Kennedy strategist said his 
recollection was of more general 
contacts between the two camps but 
that both men were determined to 
insure a united Democratic party.

member, Humphrey raised the pos- 
sibility of a Humphrey-Kennedy or 
Kennedy-Humphrey ticket in discussing 
the plans he had made for picking a 
running mate if he won the 1968 
nomination. 


He also disclosed, and one of his 


close associates confirmed, that 
Humphrey had made Muskie his No. 
1 choice within days after the late 
President 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson's 


withdrawal made him the leading 
Democratic contender.

On the April night in 1968 when the 


Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. was as- 
sassinated, Humphrey told Washington 
attorney Max Kampelman at a 
Democratic party dinner in Washing- 
ton that Muskie was his favorite. 


However, Humphrey said, he didn't 


tell the Maine senator because he 
remained interested in other pos- 
sibilities, including the potential 
arrangement with Kennedy and other 
running mates such as Richard 
Hughes, then governor of New Jersey.

nominated Ford on Oct. 12. there were 
Senate suggestions that the confirmat- 
ion hearings be a joint affair, with 
representatives and senators sitting on 
a special panel. 


The idea had little appeal to the 


House, and the nomination was as- 
signed to its 38-member Judiciary 
Committee. 


The committee has also conducted its

preparation for hearings, which begin 
Thursday. The committee's investigat- 
ion is in addition to the extensive one 
conducted by the FBI for both the 
House and Senate.

U. S.-China ties sought 


PEKING (AP) - Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger arrived here Sat- 
urday with a promise "to speed 
progress toward normalization "of 
relations" between China and the 
United States. 


Kissinger, making his sixth visit to 


Peking, was greeted by Premier Chou 
En-lai, who told him he has become 
known as "the Mideast Cyclone" — a 
reference to Kissinger's whirlwind 
peacekeepingswing through five Arab 
.capitals last week. 


After 
a 
sumptuous 
welcoming 


banquet, Kissinger met with Chou in 
the first of several scheduled wide- 
ranging discussions that were expected 
to deal with Indochina, the Middle East 
and new commercial, scientific and 
cultural relationships between the 
United States and China. 


They were expected to meet today, a 


•U.S. State Department spokesman said. 
. No report was given about the subs- 
' tance of the session or Kissinger's 


further plans for the four-day visit. 


On Tuesday morning, Kissinger is 


expected to travel to Tokyo for dis- 
cussions with Japanese leaders. 


In a toast, Kissinger appeared to 


predict that Peking and Washington 
might raise their liaison offices to 
embassies and establish full diplomatic 
relations. He said: "We are deter- 
mined to do much to complete^ the 
process wq started two years ago as 
rapidly as possible." 


In 1971, on a secret flight from 


Pakistan, Kissinger set the stage for 
a new era of friendship between the 
United States and the Chinese Com- 
munists after 22 years of mistrust 


But U.S. officials, asked about his 


remarks, stressed that they did not 
signal that the two countries would 
necesarily forge new diplomatic relat- 
ions during this trip. 


The dinner was given by Foreign 


Minister Chi Peng-fei, who in his own 
toast said that the current disorders 
in the world are significant because 
"the people will be encouraged to take 
their destiny into their own hands." 


The Chinese minister also forecast 


that "the goal of normalizing relations 
(between Washington and Peking) can 
be attained." 


Chou, upon greeting Kissinger in the 


Great Hall of the People, congratulated 
Kissinger on his new job as secretary 
of state and would not accept Kis- 
singer's joshing disclaimer that, "Now 
I get so many documents ~to read that 
I can't do any thinking any more?r 


Chou, through an interpreter, told 


the former Harvard professor, "I don't 
believe that. I think you find the time 
because you are still youthful and 
vigorous." 


But with a smile, Kissinger told 


Chou: "One more trip through the 
Middle East and I will be aaed."

Then, Chinese and American officials 


at the meeting reported, Chou observed 
that the Japanese have coined a new 
phrase to'describe the energetic Kis- 
singer.

The finding emerged from a 


study of the possible role of 
tobacco, coffee, aspirin and alcohol 
as predictors of heart attacks, the 
Oakland researchers reported to 
the 
heart 
association's 1973 


scientificsessjpns. 


The researchers at Kaiser Per- 


manente, the country's largest 
prepaid medical care program, 
compared 464 persons who suffered 
attacks to control groups of people 
who had not suffered a heart at- 
tack. 


Two control groups, each of 464 


persons, were selected by com- 
puter 
from 
250,000 
medical 


records. 
One group 
included 


cigarette smokers. 


The researchers found there were 


slightly fewer teetotalers among 
those who had suffered a heart 
attack than in the control groups. 


They also found that the nonheart 


attack 
groups 
included 
more 


people who reported drinking more 
than three drinks a day, or more 
than six drinks a day. 


"Most previous studies," the 


researchers said, "have shown no 
relationship between usage or 
non-usage of alcohol in coronary 
disease. The explanation for the 
apparent slightly decreased risk of 
heart attack among users of al- 
cohol in this study is not clear. 


"The investigators feel that the 


results do not yet warrant the 


conclusion that drinking alcohol 
has a protective effect." 


The study also found that 


cigarette smoking was strongly 
associated with heart attacks, that 
there was a "weakly positive" as- 
sociation for heavy aspirin usage 
and no association for coffee 
drinking. 


In the alcohol segment of the 


study, a questionnaire revealed "a 
substantial proportion" of future 
heart attack victims who answered 
"yes" to, this question: "Do you 
sometimes 
drink in the morn- 


ings?" The questionnaires were 
completed before the individuals 
had their heart attacks.

differences between the heart at- 
tack group and control groups in 
their responses to these questions: 
"Do you sometimes get drunk on

WASHINGTON (AP) - "We do not 


want any revenue sharing," wrote an 
official of Ward Ridge, Fla. "We can 
handle our own business." 


"It's not worth the worry of having 


the government 
or part of

government looking down our necks," 
said the letter from Mayor W.A. 
Montroy of Stoutsville, Mo. 


About 130 of some of the nation's 


small towns, villages and townships 
have told the Treasury Department's 
Office of Revenue Sharing to stop 
sending them federal revenue-sharing 
money. Their reasons are both prac- 
tical and philosophical. 


But the overriding reason is that the 


checks are so small, they are largely 
eaten up in meeting legal requirements 
of publishing reports in local news- 
papers. 


"The requirements for publication 


and recording make it impossible for 
the town to retain such a ridiculous 
amount of revenue sharing funds," 
wrote the mayor of Blue River, a town 
in Colorado. 


The Revenue Sharing Office accepts 


the checks back and puts them into the 
kitty. The total amount of money 
turned back hasn't been tabulated but 
officials figure it has been well under 
$1 million. 


Nixon signed the revenuesharing bill 


in October, 1972, saying he hoped the 
federal money could be used to 
improve local government and reduce 
local taxes. About WOO billion has been 
provided in the first year. 


The jurisdictions returning the 


checks account for only a tiny per- 
centage of the 38,000 units getting the 
money, according to Priscilla Crane, 
spokesman for the office. 


The checks returned range from $200 


to a few thousand dollars. Some small 
towns have sent in requests that their 
money be credited to the county where 
they're located. The government says 
this is legal and is done often. 


The Revenue Sharing Office has 


found that revenue sharing does create 
red tape where small units of 
government are concerned even though 
the program is specifically designed to 
avoid it. 


"The council felt that the amount 


received by the town was not worth all 
the red tape and felt that they could 
not cope with it," wrote an official 
from Benton, Ala. It sent back more 
than $3,000. 


"We had hoped that we could use 


this money, but we are a very small 
town and do not have the personnel nor 
the experience to handle all the rules 
and regulations that are required by 
your department," replied the town of 
Pulaski, Ga. 


Santa Claus, Ga., said it did not have 


a full-time clerk to keep up with the 
rules and regulations.

adviser John A. Love says the fuel crisis will bring a U.S. 
economic slowdown that could become a major recession at 
the whim of the Arab oil nations. 


Without restored and even increased Arab oil. Love said, 


the nation's growth rate could be reduced as much as 80 or 
M per cent. 


Love said In an interview that most other administration 


officials have not viewed the energy crisis as seriously as he 
does, but be said they may be changing their minds since the 
Arabs stopped oil deliveries to the United States, in a 
pressure tactic aimed at U.S.-Isneli relations. 


Love said the steel industry may face a IS per cent cut in 


Its energy supply some time next year, forcing an even 
greater cat In steel production and sending ripple 
effect throughout the economy. 
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oil this winter and Love said gasoline rationing is likely by 
next Spring. 


But he said the energy crisis is spreading far past these 


impacts. 


"It has gone beyond, as serious as they are, the cold home 


and the gasoline to the effect it's going to have on the 
economy, I think," said Love. 


To end U.S. dependence on foreign oil, President Nixon 


announced Wednesday a goal of national energy self-suf- 
ficiency by 1980, comparing it dramatically with the wartime 
"Manhattan" atomic bomb project and the "Apollo" 
man-on-themoon project. 


But Love said Nixon's "Project Independence" may not 


really mean the United States would supply all of its own 
energy. 


Exactly what It does mean, he admitted, has not been 


figured out. 


Love also said the administration may allow new atomic 


power plants to start operating before cooling facilities are 
installed. Swell facilities are required to protect rivers, takes 
and coastal tones from net water discharges that can en- 


to

put the power plants in operation more quickly, helping to 
ease the energy problem, Love explained. 


Here are highlights of the interview with Love, who directs

A —Wen, as a goal, yes ... Realistically, we are seeking 


the capacity for self-sufficiency. It may well be to our 
advantage to import oil, certainly from Venezuela, 
hopefully from Canada, even the Arab producing-nations. 


Q — We have plenty of coal, we have atomic fuel, but 


we do not have the capacity in practical terms since it 
takes years to develop such things. So how do you define 
a realistic capacity for self-sufficiency? 


A — A very small part of it is if we can store a ton-

"There are 6,000 new chemicals each 


year, and many of them end up in the 
ocean. We hope to be able to tell the 
effects of these chemicals on man by 
seeing their effects on seals," Mate said. 


Mate became interested in seals and 


marine biology while working at the 
Charleston Station, on Coos Bay, in the 
summer of 1968. 


He spent much of his time counting 


seals at Simpson Reef and other spots 
along the Oregon coast to further his 
studies of seal migrations. Simpson Reef 
is a popular breeding and loafing place 
for seals, as many as 1,000 at a time. 
Mate got to know may of the sea lions 


by their cuts and markings. 


There are two kinds of sea lions on the 


Oregon Coast. 


The Northern sea lion, which is around 


4 yards long and weighs a ton, breeds 
along the entire Pacific Coast. 


The California sea lion, 2>/2 yards long 


and 600 pounds in weight, breeds in 
Mexico and California. Then the males 
swim north. 


Mate has followed the migrations 


along the Oregon Coast but says neither 
he nor anybody else knows where they go 
from there. He estimates they swim 
3,000 miles a year. 


He will try to get a federal grant so that 


he can install radio transmitters in a few 
sea lions and then monitor their 
movements through the course of a year.

peace in Northern Ireland hat achieved 
tome success, but crisis is ahead. 
Crucial decisions are due in the next 


three weeks on a new form of 
government for the province. More 
than 900 persons have died there in 
tour years of guerrilla war set off by 
Ireland's feud between Roman Catholic

Protestants. 


The new government is intended to 
share power between Catholic and 
Protestantand end the long-standing 


Catholic complaint of discrimination in 
almost every field of life. 


Politicians prepared to go along with 


the British blueprint have made real 
progress toward forming a power- 
sharing executive. Others, on the 
hardline Protestant side, insist they 
will wreck it —though by constitutional 
methods. 


The Catholic-based Irish Republican 
Army, skilled in bombing and sniping, 
wants no part of any settlement that 
does not, give it power in an alllreland 
republic. Equally skilled bombers and 
assassins on the extreme Protestant 
fringe equally reject any settlement

That these parties should even talk 


together would have baen unthinkable 
two years ago. 


Whether they can work together in 


government remains in doubt. The 
Social Democrats are basically com- 
mitted to a united Ireland. The 
Protestant majority in the north 
mainly wants to stay apart.

TEL AVIV (AP) - Israel's economy 


survived the immediate effects of the 
Middle East war, but Sammy Pily is 
wondering how he is going to pay the 
rent on his furniture store which was 
closed throughout the hostilities. 


Pily, a reservist in his late 30s, fought 


on both sides of the Suez Canal during 
the conflict and returned to his store in 
a middle-class shopping district of Tel 
Aviv only to find the streets empty and 
no customers. 


On top of that, he was greeted by a 30 


per cent increase in the cost of elec- 
tricity, a 35 per cent boost in the price of 
gasoline, a SO per cent increase in rice 
prices and a 40 per cent hike in frozen 
meat. He also found his own imported 
furniture had gone up by 20 per cent. 


Every Israeli is feeling the pinch as 


the cost of the nation's most expensive 
war, already in the multibillion-dollar 
bracket, continues its climb. Yet 
businessmen, bankers, government of- 
ficials and some Western diplomats 
agree that the economy has held up 
better than expected and could survive 
in a mobilized situation for months.

Israelis, Egyptians still 
capable of major fight 


CAIRO (AP) - Resupplied and 


ready, the Egyptian and Israeli armies 
are in a position to conduct major 
hostilities even more intense than the 
October war, foreign military analysts 
here say. 
. 


If Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 


singer's diplomacy fails to set the 
peacemaking process firmly on the 
rails, the guns could open up again 
from either side, the analysts agreed. 


"It would be a mistake to assume 


that only the Egyptians have an 
interest in a new war if political efforts 
fail," said one knowledgeable infor- 
mant. "A situation might arise on the 
front lines in which the Israelis could 
decide to strike first." 


The way these analysts see it, if the 


Israelis start the shooting, their ob- 
jective would be to destroy as much 
of the Egyptian military potential as 
possible. They would do that by using 
the advantage of their positions on the 
west bank of the Suez Canal, where 
between 12,000 and 15,000 Israeli sol- 
diers are digging in, the sources said. 


At the same time, the Egyptian force 


concentrated west of the Israelis would 
try to hammer at the Israeli pocket and 
clean it out of the Egyptian heartland. 


Sources described the military sit- 


uation as markedly different from what 
it was on Oct. 24, the last day of 
fighting. By that date, Israeli forces 
had crossed from the'Sinai midway 
along the Suez Canal and thrust 
southward on the west bank in an arc 
encompassing the city of Suez at the 
waterway's southern end. 


The Egyptian 3rd Army in the Sinai 


was described as trapped by the Israeli 
encirclement. But the Egyptian 2nd 
Army north of Ismailia, said to number 
about 40,000 men, remained solidly 
entrenched in the Sinai on the east 
bank of the canal the Egyptians had 
stormed in the first days of fighting. 


Since that low point, the sources 


said, the Egyptians have received 
about 15,000 tons of new weapons and 
material from 
the Soviet Union, 


including new batteries of antiaircraft 
missiles. 


Part of a strong Egyptian force that 


had been protecting Cairo has been 
moved eastward up to the forward 
Israeli line on the west bank of the 
canal. 


The plight of the 3rd Army was said 


by informants here to be not as serious 
as portrayed by Israel.

Energy curb forever? 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Could borax, 


the household cleaning agent, help 
provide a limitless and safe nuclear 
power-plant fuel for the distant future? 


Atomic Energy Commission scien- 


tists say radically new nuclear physics 
findings about the abundant element 
boron suggest such a possibility. Boron 
occurs widely in the ocean and is found 
in dry lake beds as borax. 


The AEC itself cautions against 


entertaining any premature hopes 
about boron or borax. 


The scientists work at the ABC's 


Livermore, 
Calif., 
Laboratory, 


birthplace of America's 
hydrogen 


bomb. 


They say recent experiments with 


powerful atom-smashing machines 
have demonstrated, that boron, one of 
the lightest chemical elements, can 
undergo nuclear fission and thus 
release abundant energy without 
producing lingering radioactivity. 


And they say the findings contradict 


the widespread belief that only such 
heavy elements as radioactive uranium 
and plutonium can undergo fission. 


Uranium and plutonium, the present 


fuels of nuclear power plants, produce 
dangerous radioactive by-products. The 
reliability of safety measures has been 
questioned by some scientists and 
environmentalists. 


The Livermore group says that in 


principle, power plants based on boron 
fission have the potential to produce 
100,000 
times 
fewer 
radioactive 


byproducts than conventional fission 
plants. 


Scientists at the AEC's headquarters 


in Washington, while not discounting 
the report of the California team, 
caution against any interpretation that 
the findings necessarily portend a 
breakthrough in nuclear power. 


They said at least several years are 


needed to determine whether the 
Livermore findings have "any potential 
value" in the nuclear power field. 


And even if the answer was positive, 


they said, it would take many more 
years —certainly beyond the mid-1990's 
— to develop a practical boron- 
fueledpower-reactor. 


The AEC scientists said that as an 


energy source, development of boron 
must yield to the breeder reactor and 
other more conventional fusion con- 
cepts.

Q - Are you saying that from now on we should not 


expect to hive all the energy we could powibly want? 


A - In any near time frame, and I hesitate to put a 


time limit on it whether 10 or IS yean, I can not foresee 
a time in which we can, In effect, waste the amount of 
energy we are presently wasting. 


Q -What is the implication of that for national growth, 


since energy use has paralleled the Gross National 
Product? 


A -I think that energy is going to be the determinant 


of growth ... and we will have growth hut it will continue 
to be, in my opinion, parallel with the supply of energy. 


Q - Does that mean that the growth rate is going to 


have to slow down? 


A -Yes, I believe that to be true. 
Q-What will be the impact on the economy and 


production?

If it hits, more or less, helter-skelter, it could be very 
serious.

Q — How soon do you think the steel industry might 


have to cut back 15 per cent in its energy? 


A -It would be well into next year, I think, on the basis 


of those fuels they already have on hand or in sight. 


Q - What can be realistically expected as the energy 


growth rate in the future? 


A — If the Arab oil embargo ceases, we still have the 


problem of the lack of refinery capacity ... So I would 
say, at a minimum, we are going to look at real problems 
for three years ...

Varying opinions about 
point system for ducks

£ OSHKOSH. Wis. (AP) - What had 
been bluebird weather has dimmed the 
Success of the duck hunt for many 
sportsmen, and others shake their heads 
at any attempt to assess Wisconsin's 
•first point system season. 
• Some hunters say they have seen more 
Bucks flying than in recent years. Others 
say the duck flock is down sharply and 
the season should be closed entirely for 
a year. 
. Arrests of duck hunters for violation of 
the 100-point limit for the daily bag have 
not been too numerous. However, some 
hunters point to the fact that many high 
point ducks, like hen mallards (90 points 
each) have been shot and left to lie in the 
marsh when other ducks turned up a 
short time later. 


Most hunters have been coming home 


with mallards, some ringnecks, pintail, 
widgeon and a few bluebills. Shovelers 
have been turning up too. Many hunters 
have not had the opportunity to go over 
their 100-point daily bag. 


Far more arrests have been made than 


usual for shooting before the appointed 
starting time, which is about one-half 
hour later than in the past. 


Some hunters argue that there ought 


to be a little leeway in the point system 
to allow one honest mistake; something 
like a daily point bag limit, plus one 
bird. This might eliminate some of the 


hen mallards, redheads and canvas- 
backs being shot and then left to lie 
unclaimed when more ducks carrying 
fewer points fly by. 


Ninety per cent of the duck hunters, 


lare honest, but the other 10 per cent 
(give the entire group a bad name. 


Most hunters said living up to the point 


system was eaiser than expected and 
that it makes for quality hunting. 


Some concern was expressed about the 


relative scarcity of mudhens and voiced 
the thought that the bag limit should be 
cut to 10 from the present 15 a day. 


Hunters, by the way, are looking for- 


ward to the open water shooting of scaup 
on Lake Winnebago in a special season 
Nov. 20 through Dec. 5, with a daily bag 
limit of five. Shooters will have to be at 
least 1,500 feet from shore or from any 
island. 


The season will be a bonus season also 


north of Wisconsin 64 and Shawano Lake 
and will include open water shooting for 
scaup 500 feet from shore and the islands 
of Lakes Superior, Michigan and Green 
Bay. 


Bluebills have been rafting in good 


numbers on Lake Winnebago, and 
should provide some sport when Nov. 20 
arrives. 


Most hunters go after ducks for the 


sport of it, so they are adapting to the 
point system fairly well, and it appears 
that some kind of point system is here to 
stay. 


Wolverines get scare

Shuttlesworth's touchdown came four 


plays after Michigan end Walt 
Williamson recovered a fumble by 
Illinois' Steve Greene at the Illini 36. 


The Wolverines led only 7-6 at halftime 


but moved 67 yards in eight plays with 
the second half opening kickoff to score 
on a 33-yard run by tailback Gil Chap- 
man. 


Illinois recovered Michigan fumbles 


at the Wolverine 29 and 25 but failed to 
take advantage of the opportunities. 
Michigan's Carl Russ intercepted a Jeff 
Hollenbach pass to thwart one chance 
and a clipping penalty put the Illini out 
of field goal range the other time. 


Tight end Paul Seal iced the victory in 


the fourth quarter when he grabbed a 
deflected pitchout and went 20 yards for 
a touchdown. 


The triumph was the ninth without a 


loss for Michigan and sixth in the 
conference. Illinois fell to 4-2 in the Big 
Ten and 5-4 overall. 


Michigan's vaunted defense had 


trouble holding back the Illini in the first 
half but proved its worth in the second 
half by stopping several drives deep in 
its own territory, including one at the 
Michigan six in the final quarter. 


The Wolverine offense moved well but

.an finding fewer birds In mostWlE 
consln coverts thisseason.But that's not 
all bad, say game managers for the 
Department of Natural Resources. At

marked fluctuations in population. 
Researchers have removed most of the 
mystery from the cycle in recent years, 
although experts may still argue about 
the relative importance of such factors 
as cold, wet nesting seasons, severe 
winters, epidemics of parasites, or 
shorafes of aspen buds. 


The point is, every experienced grouse 
gunner knew the high times of the past 
four years could not last, and the DNR 
called the shot convincingly when a 
stattwide slump of about 40 per cent was 
predicted in the population this year. 


And the drop occurred at a time when, 


with strong support from state sports- 
men, weeks of hunting were added to the 
season. Grouse gunning runs through 
Dec. 31 this year in most of the state; 
through Jan. 31 in 13 west-central and 
southwestern counties. 


"If the longer seasons had been in 


effect last year, some probably would 
have blamed it for the slump we're 
seeing," observed John Keener, DNR's 
game manager chief. 


Instead, many hunters saw lots of 
grouse after gunning ended last year, 
• especially in the northern counties dur- 
ing the November deer season. The fact 
that they failed to survive in large 
numbers has helped make a point which 
game managers have long tried to score 


against opposition from sportsman. 


The professional fame man's position 
was summed up most recently by Ed 
Frank, wildlife extension supervisor, in 
the current Issue of the Wisconsin Con- 
servation Bulletin. 


Citing from repeated studies which 


compared grouse ups and downs among 
hunted and protected populations, 
Frank concluded that two principles 
should be applied to grouse seasons: 
-Harvest lots of birds when nature 
makes them plentiful. 


-Closing or even restricting the 
season won't prevent a decline or 
measurably speed recovery, 


Although the predicted harvest is 


down from more than a million to 000,000 
grouse this year, it's well to remember 
that the birds are never evenly 
distributed-and this is even more true in 
leaner years. 


"Actually, I'm pleasantly surprised 
with.success found in some of the central 
area," said Keener, himself an avid 
grouse gunner. 


"Hunters who can recognize the really 


good cover, and who are, willing to work 
it, are still getting birds," he observed, 
adding that good reports have also been 
beard from the southwestern hills and 
northeastern forest of the state. 


Forthoseof who would like to see more 
birds so we could bag a limit now and 
then, the experts console that we need 
pnly wait-«nd that we might as well 
keep trying, meanwhile. 


For the grouse will return to good 
habitat, again and again. With grouse, 
they say, it's a case of what goes down 
must come up.

NEW YORK (AP) -Joe Namath, 
reportedly the highestpaid player in the 
National Football League whose con- 
tract with the New York Jets expire* this 
season, might consider an offer to play 
in the new World Football League, it was 
reported Saturday. 


Sports Columnist Dave Anderson of 


The New York Times quoted Namath's 
attorney, James Walsh, as saying that he 
has contacted WFL President Gary 
Davidson and told him that Namath 
would be willing to discuss an offer from 
the league that is scheduled to begin 
operation in 1974. 


Namath's two-year contract, at an 


estimated $250,000 per year, expires at 
the end of this season, although it con- 
tains an option clause which binds him 
to the club as a player for 1974 even if he 
fails to sign a new contract. The NFL's 
policy is that a player must compete in 
his option year before he can become a 
free agent.

Duck hunter 
remembers

MARQUETTE -The Old Duck 


Hunter raises his arms, holding an 
imaginary shotgun, and sights 
down the barrel. A recoil, also 
imaginary, 
pushes 
back 
the 


shoulder, and the Old Duck-Hunter 
grins. 


"I don't know how it happened. 


We was watching and four ring- 
necks were coming at us, three 
together and one up here." His 
hand shows a trio of ducks flying 
the "V" formation and a loner 
above and to the left. 


"I shot and looked out and they 


all were coming down. I told the 
fellow next to me, 'We got them 
all,' and he told me, 'No, you got 
them, I didn't shoot.'" 


It happened on Lake Puckaway 


on a fall day in the mid-40s. The 
incident was one of a multitude 
that fill the memory of the Old 
Duck-Hunter. 


His name is Marvin Strahota and 


for 56 years he's hunted on Lake 
Puckaway. Now, at 71, Marvin 
doesn't get down to the lake much, 
but there's a part of him that al- 
ways will be there. 


The lake, the early morning 


darkness and chill, and the 
wheeling Canvasbacks and Wid- 
geon and Pintail, are really his 
world. 


It's an awesome feeling, almost 


a religious experience, for a man 
like Marvin, and that's, what duck 
hunting means to him. 


"There's something about the 


birth of a day... not so much today 
because there are so many fellows 
and so much commotion, but you 
could really enjoy it. 


"You're watching for the sun, 


you're watching the birds, you're 
at peace with the world." 


It's that still early-morning 


aloneness, the quiet of the lake, 
noise of the ducks, the shivering 
retriever and smooth gunmetal, 
that blend together to form a 
special world for Marvin. 


It started a long time ago. 
Marvin was 
14 then. He'd 


sneaked up on ducks down a 
cowlane to a pond with his mother, 
but she always had done the 
shooting. 


This time Marvin was alone and 


going to have a look at a pothole 
even if the season was closed. He'd 
bent down the wire on a fence and 
was just crawling through when a 
Black Duck, jumped. "I pulled the 
ear back on that old Stevens and 
shot him." 


It wasn't the last duck he was to 


kill with that old single-barrel but 
a year or so later, after working 
for three months for a farmer, he 
was paid and wandered into a gun 
store at Markesan before he and 
the wages were collected by his 
mother. 


When Marvin emerged it was 


with a |44 pump-action Remington 
repeating shotgun. It took most of 
the wages. 
It wasn't long afterward that 


Marvin got to know some Oshkosh 
hunters that came to Lake 
Puckaway each year to hunt Can- 
vasbacks. Soon he was hunting 
with them. The limit in those days 
was 25 Canvasbacks and "I helped 
shoot 100 Cans a day." 


He was participating in the tag- 


end of the heyday of market hunt- 
ing. Thos^ hunters shipped out 
tfaeir Canv«*b»ck* to a New York

the ducks went until he found a 
menu in a returned keg advertis- 
ing "Puckaway Canvasbacks gar- 
nished with Wild Rice...$2.50" 
Another item was "Four Robin 
Red-breast breasts...$2" The menu 
was from the Waldorf-Astoria in 
New York. 


The Canvasbacks came in waves 


in those days. "I've seen 500 to 600 
of them swing and come in at one 
time." 


And, at times, despite shooting, 


giant flocks of the red-headed 
birds would swing again into the 
hidden hunters. 


"Sometimes they'd swim in (to 
! decoys)." Several consecutive days , 
the men could shoot 100 Canvas- 
backs. And sometimes, when a 
great flock seemed to shy away, 
Marvin could lure it back by slap- 
ping the water. 


"They'd say that...Strahoda must 


smell like a duck." 


Even today, sitting in his living 


room, Marvin grins when he 
remembers some of those hunting 
trips. Once he was taking a ten- 
derfoot out and after the decoys 
were placed ducks began to swim 
into the area. 


Marvin waited while the hunter 


became more frantic and the ducks 
came closer. 


Finally, when the boat was amid 


a flock of several hundred, Marvin 
yelled to shoot. The men emptied 
their shotguns and killed about 
nine Canvasbacks. 


Those were the days when the 


giant slate-bodied ducks were the 
kings of the flyways. 


Nowadays Marvin still can see 


Puckaway from his front yard. But 
the Canvasbacks aren't there any 
more...not like yesterday. 


It's partly because the lake has 


changed and because agriculture 
has changed. Part of the reason 
may be a decline in the Canadian 
nesting areas. Hunting probably, 
fairly, has had an effect. 


The big birds don't come in 


flocks of 500 anymore. This year 
Marvin hasn't heard of anyone 
killing a Canvasback. 


Hunting has changed. 
Nowdays hunters don't give the 


ducks a chance to work into 
decoys. Too often they just blast 
away. Many wound birds by 
shooting out of range or lose them 
because they don't have good dogs. 


The majesty of wheeling flocks 


descending among skillfully set 
decoys is almost lost. , 


But the greatest disgust, for 


Marvin, came when he saw 
shooters at Horicon Marsh trying 
to hit geese 
that were 200 


measured yards from their blind. 


"That's why I don't go hunting." 
There still are ducks and there 


still may be places of solitude. The 
trouble is that hunters are ignorant 
today. Too often they don't know 
how to identify ducks and don't 
understand the birds. The respect 
for the birds is often gone. "They 
don't know how to hunt, and you 
can't tell them." 


There are few Canvasbacks. Wild 


celery and wild rice, feed vital for 
Canvasbacks, once was thick in the 
lake but now exists only in spots. 
Water levels have been raised 
easing 
work for boaters but 


reducing the feed for ducks. 


So Puckaway has changed. Mar- 


vin smite*. He's seen the lake al- 
most dried in placet and corn now 
crows where potholes once existed. 
The lake has changed, but a few 
Canvafback* still come. There still 
is duck hunting for the skillful. 


Marvin to satisfied. "If I had It 


to do over I would do the 
tfctii." 


SHOT 


At least half of the buck population 


toe the central part of Portct County 
was bagged between 8:90 p.m. and 
midnight last Wednesday. 


The occasion was the final "planning" 


session for 10 Fox Cities hunters who 
will be heading for Shangra-Lodge on 
the Rocks for the 1973 deer season. 
It seems that at each of our monthly 


meetings throughout the year, the 
conversation usually shifts to deer 
sooner or later and the last meeting 
before departure time always is 
highlighted by reports of sightings of 
the elusive whitetalls, especially dur- 
ing the fall bird hunting. 


Deer sightings have not been all- 


too-frequent in the Crandon-Argonne 
area of Forest County where we nor- 
mally do most of our hunting. Despite 
optimistic reports from the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, in respect 
to higher deer populations because of a 
relatively mild winter this past year, 
the deer just have never come back to 
their population peak of 10 years ago. 


Along with that, poaching seems to 


have reached a high point all across 
the northern part of the state. Deer 
shiners have been active right in the 
Fox Cities area so one can imagine 
what is happening in the more remote 
areas of the north. 


The night before the season opened 


last year this reporter was offered a 
buck hanging on the meat pole Satur- 
day morning for the meager price of 
$25. The guy making the offer was 
sipping a beer in a small northern 
Wisconsin saloon and made no bones 
about it. When he was turned down, he 
just looked around for another pros- 
pect. 


However, if the prospects are bright 


or not, there will be a deer season and 
the lodge, which sits cold and deserted 
today, will begin to ring with the sound 
of friendly voices and laughter Friday. 
This year the "Advance Party" is de- 
termined to be the first group arriving 
so the fireplace can be crackling with 
warmth when the others start pulling in. 
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Trophy bucks are rare 
in state, DNR reports 


Last November, the "Advance Party" 
ran Into a few unusual situations along 
the way and the anticipated arrival 
proved to be later than expected. 


For a new twist this season, we have 


Inted a menu committee and these 


fellows have had a couple of meetings 
and report they have come up a few 
"different" things that should prove 
interesting. 


There's a pretty good chance that 


there will be snow in the Argonne area. 
Three inches covered the ground as 
early as two weeks ago and even 
though that has since melted it seems 
that whenever it gets cloudy up there 
you can be certain some of that white 
stuff will start coming down. 


Trout fisherman 
hooks salmon 


What's the best way to hook a cham- 


pion Chinook salmon? 


Most fishermen would probably argue 


the point, but for Myron H. Graef of 
West Allis, the answer is simple —just 
plan on fishing for trout. 


This past September Graef landed a 


state record 40-pound, 4-ounce Chinook 
while casting for brown and rainbow 
trout from tho Wisconsin shoreline of 
the Menomonee River in Marinette. 


Graef commented that the Chinook 


was a "good fighter," and believes that 
Chinook salmon are as good a game fish 
as musky and bass. He recommends 
that "everyone should catch one." 


Graef used an 81/2 foot steelhead rod 


with Mitchell 308 reel, 20-pound test 
line, and a golden cleo lure. It took him 
about 25 minutes to land the big 
Chinook. 


His record catch was weighed in 


Marinette and verified by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. It surpasses 
the previous Chinook record of 37 
pounds set last October. 


MADISON — The trophy-size buck 


taken «n Wisconsin is comparatively 
scarce — and probably more scarce 
than most deer hunters like to believe. 


Pondering the statistics of recent 


deer hunting harvests, Game Biologist 
George Hartman of the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
has 


concluded that that the average field 
dressed weight of the Wisconsin buck 
deer taken by hunters is only about 110 
pounds - on the scale. 


"Hunters all will agree that the 


weight on the drag rope was at least SO 
per cent higher than that," he com- 
mented wryly. 


Hartmen figured the trends of the 


harvest for the last two years, on the 
basis of about 70,000 bucks shot legally 
by hunters during the two most recent 
seasons, and concluded that: 


About 62 per cent were yearlings, 25 


per cent were two and one-half years of 
age, 8 per cent three and one half 
years, and only 5 per cent four and one 
half years or older. 


To get into the 225 pound class, a 


buck needs good food during his life- 
time, plus a good genetic strain, the 
deer specialist noted. 


On the basis of the aging of deer by 


conservation division men from a 
sample of 12,000 animals taken during 
each of the last two seasons, it was 
concluded that the reservoir for truly 
sizable deer are those which are at 
least four and one-half years old but 
constitute only one in 20 of the buck 
population, and perhaps a few of the 
three and one half year old animals 
that were raised on the best range, 
chiefly the agricultural portions of the 
state. 


There, rich diets, largely of alfalfa, 


corn, soybeans, and the more nutri- 
tious grasses, allow the deer to grow 
big in a hurry. 


Another chief source of big bucks. 


Hartman said, is the big. wild and 
relatively roadless area of northern 
Wisconsin, where hunting pressure is 
comparatively light and some bucks on 
that account are permitted to grow 
older and bigger. 
Avoid replacement of 
deer hunting license 


MADISON - Because of increased 


costs to replace deer hunting licenses, 
Wisconsin hunters are urged to take 
extra precautions against losing their 
license this fall. 


The fee for a duplicate license with a 


deer tag has been increased by statute 
to $5, according to the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR), and a 
complete license must be purchased if 
any part of the original license is lost. 


Any deer hunter who has lost his 


license can file for a duplicate at most 
county clerk's offices or at any DNR 
field station. 


Hunters can avoid the time and cost 


of replacing a license, if they are 
simply more careful. Many licenses 
are run through washing machines or 
temporarily misplaced, and back tags 
are refrequently ripped off because 
they are not protected by a plastic 
covering.

which often accompanies the offense have adopted a new attitude. 
No longer do they consider the assault "alleged rape." 


In a report issued in 1971 by former FBI director L. Patrick Gray, 


"Crime in the United States," statistics not only point up the increase 
in forcible rape, but also seem to give credence to the thinking-that 
rape is the least punished of all American crimes of violence. 


According to the report, forcible rape is defined as "the carnal 


knowledge of a female through the use of force or the threat of 
force. Assaults to commit forcible rape are also included; however, 
statutory rape (without force) is not counted in this category." The 
breakdown includes "actual forcible rapes and attempted forcible 
rapes." 


During 1971 there was an estimated 41,890 forcible rapes in the 


U.S. The volume increased by 4,240 over 1970. 


The report stated, "In 1971, 40 out of every 100,000 females in 


this country were reported forcible rape victims." 


"In 1971, 72 per cent of all offenses reported in this crime class 


were actual rapes by force while the remainder were attempts or 
assaults to commit forcible rape. This offense is a violent crime 
against the person and of all the Crime Index offenses, law en- 
forcement administrators recognize that this offense is probably one 
of the most unreported crimes due primarily to fear and/or em- 
barrassment on the part of the victims. As a national average, 18 
per cent of all forcible rapes reported to police were determined by 
investigation to be unfounded. In other words, the police established 
that no forcible rape offense or attempt occurred. This is primarily 
due to the question of the use of force or threat of force frequently 
complicated by a prior relationship between victim and offender." 


"The solution rate in 1971 was 55 per cent which is a 3 per cent 


decrease from the clearance rate achieved in 1970. 


"Of all adults arrested for forcible rape in 1971, 70 per cent 


•were prosecuted for this offense. Prosecutive problems accounted 
for acquittal and/or dismissal in 48 per cent of the cases. Thirty-five 
per cent of the adults prosecuted were found guilty of the substan- 
tive offense and 17 per cent were convicted of lesser offenses. 
Juvenile referrals amounted to 24 per cent of the persons processed 
on forcible rape charges in 1971." 


On Sept. 13 Sen. Charles Mathias (R-Md.) introduced Bill S. 2422, 


which seeks to establish a National Center for the Prevention, 
Control and Treatment of Rape. 


Mathias worked with the National Organization for Women's 


legislative office and NOW's National Rape Task Force coordinator 
in drafting and developing the tactics of the bill. 


The bill, an amendment to the National Mental Health Act, 


authorizes and funds studies into the effectiveness of state rape laws, 
attitudes toward rape, treatment of victims, causes, motivations of 
rapists, impact on families, and homosexual rape in prisons. 


The Rape Prevention Center, operating at a funding level of $10 


million, will be a clearinghouse to compile continuing studies, con- 
duct research and demonstration projects and training programs for 
police and medical personnel.

treatment for offenders, the Wisconsin 
law-making body is considering the re- 
taining of the 30-year sentence while 
suggesting a 50-year penalty. 


The new Equality Bill, 23A, which 
passed the Assembly and is now in the 
Committee on Governmental Affairs, 
will be discussed in the Legislature in 
January. 


Wording of the bill would broaden 


existing language from "male" and 
"female" to "person." 
"Aggressor" and "victim" would 


therefore be sexless "so that a woman 
could be guilty of rape." 


Feminists are urging that the crime 


of rape be treated in court like any other 
crimes against persons. 


In a publication, "Freedom From 


Rape" published by Ann Arbor's 
Women's Crisis Center, current atti- 
tudes came in.to play depicting the 
theory that the innocent victim is met 
with a guilty verdict should the fact of 
her rape become known. 


"Our society lauds women who are 
sexy," contended the publication, "but 
those unlucky enough to be raped are 
dismissed as tramps." 


It continued, "Nowhere in the present 


sequence of male officer to male detec- 
tive to male prosecutor does there seem 
to be a thought given to the possibility 
that a woman who has just been raped 
by a man may have difficulty in relating 
the story to a total stranger who is also 
a man."

According to the publication, "The 


goal of the police involvement in a rape 
caw should be apprehension, iden- 
tification and preparation for prosecu- 
tion of the rapist. This should be done 
with the least possible added trauma to 
the victim." 


Further information compiled about 


rape and the rapist has been reported in 
a short summary of statistics gathered 
from "Patterns of Forcible Rape." 


Written by Dr. Menachem Amir, the 


study shows that many of the beliefs 
about rapists are myths. 


Amir indicated that 90 per cent of 


group rapes were planned in advance 
and 58 per cent of rapes committed by 
single men were planned. Rape is not 
an impulsive act carried out by a man 
whose uncontrollable urges are pushed 
over the limit. 


A study by Dr. William Pendergast of 


New Jersey State Prison states that all 
of the rapists that he studied had 
available sexual relationships. Sixty per 
cent of the men in Dr. Amir's study in 
fact were married and led normal sex- 
ual lives at home. The conclusion was 
that rapists are not sexually deprived 
men. 


Amir further concluded that men 


convicted of rape were found to have 
normal sexual personalities, differing 
only in a greater tendency to express 
violence and rage. Rapists, he contend- 
ed, are not perverts, and sex is not the 
motivating factor in rape —hostility is. 
Sex is only the chosen mode of expres- 
sion. 


In the study Amir pointed to the 


relationship factor, noting that over one 
third of the rapes committed are com- 
mitted by a man who forces his way into 


the victim's home. Over half of all rapes 
committed occur in a residence. 


Forty-eight per cent of the rapists 


studied by Dr. Amir were known to the 
victim -some as casual friends, some 
as close relative!. He found that the 
rapist is not always a stranger, not even 
a large majority of the time. 


As for the theory that the raped 


woman is somehow at fault, Amir noted 
these findings. 


Even using an extreme scale of only a 
gesture or a way of dressing as 
provocative on the part of the woman, 
only four per cent of the reported rapes 
involved any precipitative behavior on 
the part of the woman. 


A study by Federal Commission on 


Crimes of Violence showed that in some 
instances "precipitative behavior" was 
no more than walking or dressing in a 
way that is socially defined as attrac- 
tive. 


Writing in the January 1973 issue of 


"Playboy" magazine, Germaine Greer, 
author of "The Female Eunuch," 
outlined the situation a rape victim en- 
counters when seeking protection from 
and prosecution of an offender. 


"One of the great injustices that the 


victims of criminal rape must suffer is 
the necessity of reliving the experience 
in minute detail over and over again 
from the first complaint to the police to 
the last phase of the trial. 


"By attempting to prosecute the man 


who has raped her, a woman dissociates 
herself from the crime and endeavors to 
reconstitute her self-esteem, but it is a 
rare woman who is so independent of 
the evaluation of others that she can 
survive the contemptuous publicity that 
her attempt will draw upon her. If she 
fails to make her accusation stick, so 


that people assume that the it 
malicious or hysterical or that she en- 
ticed her rapist, she is in more serious 
psychic trouble than before. 


"The odds •gH<M|* her succeeding in 


her prosecution, even after the police 
have reluctantly agreed to charge her 
assailant, are rather worse than four to 
one. If a woman's only concern is for 
herself and her eventual recovery from 
the experience, then she is much better 
advised not to prosecute. 


"Rape is a habitual crime, however, 


and any woman who decides not to 


prosecute ought to spare a little thought 
for the women who will be raped as a 
consequence of her decision. 


Though the outcry calling for greater 


scrutiny of laws surrounding forcible 
rape is • welcome one, it has come too 
late tor those who found their own 
defense in silence. 
Proponents of BUI S. 2422 are seeking 


to get it through the U.S. Senate before 
Christmas recess. Their success could 
be the first step toward putting teeth 
into a law which, in the past, has 
branded the victim as guilty.

dance in night clubs, now is spending 


something that came with Peron, and 
they assume someone else will automat- 
ically take power if she suddenly wen to 
inherit the presidency. 


But others take her seriously, accept- 


ing her as the selected heiress of the 
Peronist movement.

ion, Panorama, chided those who were 
uneasy at the possibility of Isabel's as- 
suming command.

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Old World ranch

Spanish ranch offers four choices

' Designed so that either one of four 
: facades could be used to face the street, 
this intriguing Spanish home has 
remarkable versatility. 


In order to have this concept work 


properly, several factors had to be 
planned ahead. The front entrance had 
to be made easily accessible from four 
approaches, so the foyer was placed in 
the midsection and designed as a walk 
through. Then each of the four possible 
fronts had to have a design feature or 
open accent. Arches, porches, bay win- 
dows, wood beams, turned poles and 
decorative glass do this job very nicely; 
they all have frontal acceptance. 


The auto storage facility had to have 


easy access from any direction, so 
architect Rudolph A. Matern designed a 
rather well-enclosed carport with both 
ends open. This solved the access 
problem and, at the same time, main- 
tained the open, airy look of the 


approach walk porches. 


One ever-present deterrent to being 


able to have other than the regularly 
designed front face the street is the 
location of the service door. Here a 
simple and very effective solution was 
worked out which actually enhances the 
exterior. In the. large family kitchen, a 
pair of French doors were located in the 
eating area. Just a few feet removed, a 
matching pair is located in the dining 
room. The doors allow good access, are 
very decorative and, because of the 
location in the eating area, do not 
provide a straight-on look into the 
kitchen. 


Inside, the room layout suffers no 


poor circulation from this turn-about 
arrangement and maybe even gains 
somewhat. The mid foyer is quite large 
and splits the house in two. A large 
powder room bath is on the bedroom 
side and serves the two bedrooms as 
well as the living and service areas. The 
living room and kitchen have their 
separate entrances from the foyer as 
well as the sleeping area. The family- 


kitchen is 16 feet long and breaks out 
into an eating area with a bar at the 
inner wall. Spanish arches create three 
service pass-throughs into the living 
room. The dining room is in line with 
the kitchen and has a large bay window 
at one end. Decorative diamond-paned 
windows add an attractive interior and 
exterior touch. 


The living room contains some exotic 


details in the Spanish tradition. One 
entire wall is spanned by a high, arched 
fireplace with an inset of tile and 
bookshelves that flank a small window. 
The exterior Spanish tiled roof extends 
inside a short .distance to complement 
the fireplace. A 10-foot-long octagonal 
bay window seat graces the adjoining 
wall, while a pair of French doors 
provides access to a recessed covered 
porch. 


The bedroom wing has the three 


sleeping quarters well integrated and 
their privacy is well assured from the 
foyer or other parts of the hosue. The 
master bedroom, besides having a 


built-in recessed desk or vanity, has a 
private bath. Another pair of French 
doors is located here, which allows 
access to the porch. The porch is roofed 
but has framed openings over a 21-foot 
planting area; they also allow natural 
light into the bedroom. All bedrooms 
have large closets and bedroom 2 has a 
similar built-in desk. 


STATISTICS 


Design R-37 has a living room, dining 


room, kitchen, three bedrooms, two 
bathrooms and a large foyer, totaling 
1,597 square feet. There is a porch 
enclosed on three sides at the rear, with 
a drive-through carport at the front. 
There is a full basement. The overall 
dimensions of 67 feet by 56 feet, 8 inches 
include the rear porch, the carport and 
the long porch at the front.

Remember, refinishing is going to be messy

In fall many house decks will become 


screened porches and many screened 
porches will become winter-summer 
rooms. These remodeling jobs provide 
dual enjoyment —the opportunity to 
maintain contact with the environment 
in cooler weather and more room to 
expand activities within the house. 


Homeowners shouldn't treat such 


small remodeling jobs lightly. 
Whenever the lines of a house are being 
tampered with, there is an aesthetic 
obligation to be conscientious about the 
improvement. 


Even a builder professes to be em- 


barrassed by some house additions he 
has done for eager homeowners. In 
commenting on "two horrible jobs," one 
builder added, "but don't tell anyone I 
did them." 


The first, he said, was the full 


enclosure of a screened porch that had 
been tacked to "a beautiful old salt box," 
ruining the lines, in his opinion. The 
second was an open deck that was 
screened and now "resembles a rabbit 
hutch." 


Neither was right for these houses, he 


observed. In each case the only question 
put to him was: "How much will it 
cost?". He thinks he could have offered 
some constructive suggestions, if he had 
been asked. 


If an architect's services are beyond 


the means of a homeowner, the project

should be considered carefully. If the 
house is in a luxury bracket, all the more 
reason to protect its value. And if it is an 
old house with history, remodeling it 
without guidance could lesson its value, 
unless some dyed-in-the-wool house res- 
torer should invest in it later and remove 
the eyesore that had been added. 


An architect can make constructive 


suggestions about the proper pitch of the 
porch roof, the scale of the enclosure in 
relation to the house, the materials. If he 
is courageous, he might even suggest 
ripping off the porch. Some porches 
were mistakes that were added by 
enthusiastic former owners. 


Few owners are equipped to make 


such evaluations, unless they research 


the project. Architectural an<rbuTlding 
books in libraries can help. But the idea 
must be given time. 


Some do-it-yourselfers are too egotis- 


tical to consult with anyone about a plan. 
They know what they can do, and they 
work within their limitations. But, often, 
that isn't enough. In enclosing a porch 
for winter use, an addition is really being 
put on a house. It may not seem so, until 
the room is fully enclosed. 


One architect suggests this helpful 


hint for do-it-yourselfers: use phot- 
ograph enlargements of the house to 
make a plan before beginning the 
project. Sketch the addition on several 
photographs, pass them around in the 
family. Even then, he suggests, you 
might consult an architect, who might 


be willing to give you an opinion for a 
small fee. An experienced do-it-your- 
selfer can take it from there. 


An important caution for those who 


proceed on their own: materials should 
be in character with the present house. 
This architect has seen awning-type 
windows used on very old houses where 
they are not suitable. The foundation 
requires careful planning also. The 
elevation must be proper for the house. 
If the old roof is to be saved, it will need 
shoring while the foundation is poured or 
erected. This part of the job requires 
expertise. The architect suggests that, in 
any event, it is a good idea to hire an 
experienced carpenter to do the fram- 
ing. After that the labor can be home 
free. 


MORE DETAILED PLANS 
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Here's the answer

-We have an old table I'd likTto 


refinish. It already has a varnish finish 
on it. Should I revarnish it, take off the 
old finish or just paint over it? 


A. —No one can answer that question 


without seeing the table or at least 
knowing more about it. It is assumed 
there is something wrong with the old 
finish, otherwise you wouldn't want to 
change it. If the wood underneath the 
varnish is of good quality and has an 
attractive grain, it probably is 
worthwhile to go to the trouble of taking 
off the old finish with a varnish remover 
and redoing the table. If not, you might 
be better off to clean the old surface with 
turpentine, sand out irregularities and 
either revarnish or paint it. 


Q. — I want to install an exhaust fan 


over our kitchen range. It's on an outside 
wall so no ductwork will be necessary. 
What I want to know is how big a fan is 
necessary for an ordinary kitchen? 


A. —Since the term ordinary kitchen 


means different things to different per- 
sons, I don't know what size to recom- 
mend. If the kitchen is 10 feet by 12 feet, 
with a height of eight feet, the total cubic 
content is 960. This is determined by 
multiplying the three dimensions. Do 
this with your kitchen, then take the 
room's volume by cubic feet to your 
dealer, who has a chart to determine 
which size fan is needed. Something in 
the area of 10 inches in diameter is the 
most usual size. 


Q. — When's the best time to spread 


asphalt cement to fix a leak in a flat roof 
covered with roofing felt? 


A. —Immediately. But if you're 


talking about temperatures, the best 
time is when it's between 70 and 80 
degrees Fahrenheit. 


Q. — There is a long crack running 


across our concrete patio floor. What's 
the best way to fix it? 


A. — Use what is called a sand mix, 


which requires only the addition of water 
to make it workable. You don't say how 
wide the crack is. If it is so narrow that 
it won't permit the entrance of a 
screwdriver blade, then it will have to be 
widened a bit. In doing this, preferably 
with a cold chisel and a hammer, be sure 
that all loose pieces of concrete are 
removed from the crevices. Use a gar- 
den hose to soak the crack thoroughly. 
Add enough water to the mix to make it 
workable, then push it into the opening 
with a putty knife and smooth it out. 
After it has hardened, wet it down twice 
a day for several days. 


Q. — Part of our bathroom wall has 


ceramic tiles on it. A few of them have 
become loose. Is there any special 
cement needed to retighten them or any 
special technique required? 


A. —Remove each loose tile carefully 


so that it doesn't fall to the floor and 
split. Scrape all old cement from the 
wall and the back of the tile. Resecure 
the tile with an adhesive made especially 
for ceramic tiles. It can be obtained at 
almost any hardware store, lumber yard 
or building supply dealer. In applying 
the adhesive, do so only on the back of 
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the tile and not too close to the edges. 
Press the tile into place carefully. You 
may have to buy some grout to fill in the 
spaces between tiles. You can buy it 
where you get the adhesive. 


Q. —Please settle an argument. The 


pilot light on our gas-fired burner went 
out recently for some reason. I relit it, 
using a piece of paper tied to a long 
metal rod so that I could reach inside the 
burner. It went on quickly and we have 
had no trouble since. A neighbor says 
that this is very dangerous to do and that 
it probably is against the law. Who is 
right? 


A. —Your neighbor is correct in saying 


that there is a certain element of danger 
connected to the operation, but only if 
you do net know exactly how to relight 
the pilot. It is unlikely that it is against 
the law in your community. The wisest 
procedure is to have your local utility 
company send a man to show you the way 
in which the pilot light should be 
relighted so there is no danger. If his 
method agrees with yours, fine. If it 
doesn't then do it his way. 


There is another aspect of this situat- 


ion. The pilot light goes out for some 
reason. If, after it goes out, it is relit and 
goes out again, either immediately or 
within a few days, the burner must be 
rechecked to see what is causing the 
trouble. 


Q. -I took all the old finish off a dining 


room table with the idea of ref inishing it. 
When I got through, there were still 
some light brown stains in the wood. 
Following a friend's recommendation, I 
bleached the wood. The stains got 
lighter, but are still there. What can I do 
now? 


A*. —Nothing. If a commercial bleach 


doesn't work, nothing will, because it 
means that you are trying to get out an 
oil stain that has penetrated deeply into 
the wood. But all is not lost. Apply a 
sealer, then restain the wood before 
ref inishing, using a stain a little darker 
than the color of the residue of the old 
one. Seal in the new stain, then finish 
with varnish, lacquer or whatever you 
had in mind.

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Three 
schools, 
one goal

There's a place called Lost River, a 
few miles south of Wautoma, right off 
Cottonville Road. It's a farm like many 
other farms, with dogs and cats in the 
barnyard, hones in the corral and a 
big white farmhouse. But it's different 
too, because 20 kids come there five 
days a week to get educated. 


There's a red building on Brewster 
Street in Appleton, with white letters 
painted on the front that read River- 
side Learning Community. Nineteen 
kids go to school there each day, but 
w- 
-— 
——-» ww» WWVg 
V«B* 
they don't sit at desks and they call 
their teachers by their first names. 


There's a class of 30 students in 


Neenah who go to school each day at 
the Boys' Brigade building and don't 
have to sit in classrooms all day and 
don't get preached to by principals. 


Three schools, all different, but all 


offering an alternative to six hours a 
day, five days a week, 180 days a year 
education. Lost River, Riverside 
Learning Community and Neenah's 
alternative learning program are say- 
ing that the public school down the 
street is failing some kids and 
somebody has to help them. 


Wisconsin is not exactly in the 


forefront of the alternative education 
field. There are some alternative 
schools in Milwaukee and Madison, a 
couple scattered elsewhere in the 
state, and the three in the Fox Valley. 


Riverside Learning Community, 225 


Brewster St., Appleton, operates with 
the least number of restraints of the 
three area alternative schools. The 
idea to create Riverside was conceived 
almost two years ago and the school 
accepted its first students in Sep- 
tember, 1972. 


Just into its second year of opera- 


tion, Riverside has an enrollment of 19 
students, ages 5 to 17. Most of the 
students are of junior high school age. 


Joel Ungrodt, a teacher at Riverside 


and one of its originators, sees the 
school as providing "a-significantly 
different kind of experience" for 
students. Many of the students have 
been turned off to public school 
education and they, and their parents, 
sought out Riverside as a valid subs- 
titute. 


Of the three Fox Valley alternatives, 


Riverside represents the least struc- 
tured. 
Though attendance 
is en- 


couraged, it's not mandatory. To stay 
in the program, though, students must 
attend school Monday mornings for 
planning the week's program, and 
Friday morning for evaluation. 


Ungrodt admitted that some students 
see Riverside as "an easy way out" 
but noted 4hat more than half of this 
year's class is attending " school 
regularly and involved in the learning 
program, 
which 
is 
highly 
in- 


dividualized and gives students a 
choice in what they wish to study. It is 
also community oriented and field 
trips are a major tool. 
*. 


Ungrodt believes in making educa- 


tion relevant to life — not something 
that happens only in a classroom, 
divorced from the rest of the world. A 
group of students went to Madison to 
observe the Karleton Armstrong hear- 
ing not long ago. They've visited the 
mental health center and a. funeral 
home, among other places. 


The point of letting students see what 


goes on in the work-a-day world, ac- 
cording to Ungrodt, is to get them to 
realize that learning makes sense. 
Ungrodt believes that everybody wants 
to learn and it's the job of the school to 
provide experiences which motivate 
students and "you don't have to screw 
them to a chair to learn," he said. 


Resource people are also used at 


Riverside, in order to supplement the 
school's three-man staff. 


The students who attend Riverside 


don't fall into any special category. 
They run the gamut, Ungrodt said. 
Most students weren't satisfied with 
previous educational experiences, and 
some saw themselves as out and out 
failures at school. And there are others 
who, with their parents, simply buy 
the philosophy of an alternative school. 


It costs $45 a month to attend 


Riverside Learning Community. The 
tuition has been kept as low as possible 
so it doesn't create a large deterrent to 
enrollment. But the low tuition, and a 
minimum of contributions coming 
from private sources, keeps Riverside 
Learning Community in 'financial 
straits. 


Because of the financial struggle an 


independent alternative school inevita- 
bly faces, Ungrodt believes the place 
for alternatives is within the public 
school system. In fact, Ungrodt is 
hopeful that the Appleton school dis- 
trict will move in that direction soon. 
Last June, the board of education 
passed a resolution to establish a 
committee to study the feasibility of 
establishing an alternative education 
program. Next fall, Ungrodt said, 
there is a good possibility the district 
may pilot something in the alternative 
field. If that happens, it may eliminate 
Riverside's need to exist, he said. 


A year before Riverside Learning 


Community opened, Low River School 
went into action with a more 
specialized approach for a particular 
group of students. 


Lost River, located in Waushara 
County, is technically not a school at 
all. It's classified as a day care center 
and operates under the auspices of the 
Wisconsin division of mental hygiene. 
Like Ungrodt and the originators of 
Riverside, Lost River was begun by 
teachers who knew eeMfc schools 
——

new holiday, Veterans Day, the 
fourth Monday of October. 


Congress authorized the change 


in 1968. Veterans Day became 
another of the new, standard four- 
day holidays. Wisconsin followed 
suit in 1971. 


Men who helped win The Great 


War — men like Ted Albrecht, 
Clarence Baetz, George Dame, 
Erwin Hantschel, Walter Bogan 
and Bob Merkel —care not when 
the government tells them they can 
celebrate. 


To them — and a whole lot of 


other veterans — there is still an 
Armistice Day. And it's still Nov.

Police Chief George Prim nabbed 


two boys who were shooting 
revolvers as they rode a truck.

The noise increased its tempo with

cut in Valley

Until last week, a lot of people were 


looking at the energy crisis as just 
another 
thing for politicians 
in 


Washington to argue about, or perhaps 
as a lever for Arab countries to use to 
get negotiating help from the West. 


Sure, everyone knew the price of 


gasoline was going up. They remem- 
bered the service station shutdowns 
last summer. And yes, they had heard 
the dire predictions of state and 
federal officials about fuel oil shor- 
tages this winter, the possible closings 
of schools, cutting back of working 
hours and all that. 


But they were still driving their cars 


to work, weren't they? Houses were 
just as warm as ever, despite the cold 
wave. Certainly this great country 
could solve the energy crisis before it 
got too serious. 


President Nixon's statement on the 


energy crisis last week brought the 
matter closer to home. Things are 
changing. Stores won't be open as long 
as they used to be. Christmas decora- 
tions will be cut back by stores and 
could be turned off by cities. 


Conscientious motorists are actually 


driving at 50 miles per hour where the 
speed limits are much higher. Muni- 
cipalities are investigating ways they 
can cut back on the use of energy, and 
department stores are turning down 
their thermostats. 


Hospitals might have to re-examine 


their increasing reliance on disposable 
items. Local officaials, not just those 
in Madison and Washington, are 
starting to worry about the energy 
crisis. 


Individual awareness has replaced 


official pronouncements. 


"My next job is to train the little 


ones at home to do the right things," 


said Anthony Cusatis, general manager 
of Gimbels Fox Cities in Appleton 


"The first thing I'm going to do la 


get a load of firewood at home." said 
Wayne Bradley, a public relations man 
at St. Elizabeth Hospital. Appleton. 


Howard Rathbun, deputy director of 
the Outagamie County Emergency 
Government Office, made a trip to 
Green Bay after the President made 
his speech and kept his speed at 90 all 
the way. He saw some autos zipping by 
at allowable speed limits, 'but 'be was 
surprised to find many others going 
along at the same speed. 


"In a month's time, after people 
have driven at 50 miles per hour for a 
while, people are going to find they'll 
save a heck of a lot of fuel," he ob- 
served. 


State Trooper Ken DeTroye, operat- 
ing out of district headquarters in 
Fond du Lac, said he "hadn't noticed 
too much of a change" in driver habits 
since the President's speech, but some 
cars were "going maybe a couple! of 
miles an hour slower."

It also is turning off other 
lights and lowering thermostat levels 
to at least 68 degrees, and perhaps as 
low as 65.

Few women in 
top school posts

Only five of the principals in Apple- 


ton's 21 public school buildings are 
women. There are only two in Neenah 
and one in Kimberly. In Little Chute, 
Kaukauna and Menasha, there are 
none. 


Feminists would point to the fact 


that a majority of the professionals in 
education in the Fox Cities are women 
and ask why there aren't more women 
in leadership positions. They would 
answer their own question -because of 
discrimination against women that has 
been perpetrated by men, and even 
other women, for years. 


Of course, they wouldn't restrict the 


accusation to the Fox Cities or to 
education. But the schools are a prime 
target of a small group of feminists - 
those who want equality of opportunity 
for the sexes and want women to be 
proud they are women 


The group is made up primarily of 


educators from southern Wisconsin. 
The movement doesn't have a strong, 
vocal support in northern Wisconsin, 
although many persons probably would 
agree they have been conditioned since 
childhood to view the woman in the 
kitchen rather than in the principal's 
chair or the corporation executive's 
office. 


As Little Chute Supt. Mark Stone 


candidly put it: "All the high school 
principals that I've known in my life- 
time have been men." He said he now 
knows two women who are principals 
and qualified ones. 


He and other district administrators 


in the Fox Cities said they weren't 
particularly concerned about the im- 
balance. They said they picked the best 
person from among the candidates; 
it's just that there were few or no 
female candidates. 


In Appleton, the five female prin- 


cipals are in elementary schools, and 
four of them have been principals for 
several years. The two women prin- 
cipals at Neenah are out of 11 in 
elementary schools and at Kimberly 
one of two in elementary schools. 


Most principals are chosen from the 


ranks of teachers. Appleton has 348 


women and 288 men in classroom 
teaching positions. The ratios aren't 
the same in all Fox Cities schools, but 
women invariably outnumber men ui 
the public schools. 


The ratios aren't much different for 


guidance counselor and system-wide 
department head positions. Only four 
of Appleton's 13 departments are 
headed by women, and two of nine 
guidance 
counselors are 
women 


(Appleton West also has a female 
dean). 


One central administrative position 


at Neenah is filled by a woman - the 
instructional 
materials 
director. 


Neenah 9th and 10th graders have two 
of each in guidance counselors while 
Armstrong High has one woman arid 
three men. 


One of three senior high counselors 


at Menasha is a woman while one of 
three at the Kimberly system, three of 
seven at Kaukauna and one of two at 
Little Chute are women. 


"I just don't think it's a serious 


problem," said Raymond Hamann, 
superintendent at Kimberly. "We have 
women teachers, and I think that they 
do just as much toward the education 
of children as men do, in that area." 


Jerome 
Boettcher, 
director "of 


Appleton school operations, expressed 
a similar view. He said he wouldn't 
make a special effort to hire women' 
principals or guidance counselors, hot 
would continue td hire based on an 
individual's qualifications, regardless 
of sex. 


The same feeling was expressed by 


Mrs. Mabel McClanahan, Appleton 
businesswoman and president of the 
board of education. She said distortion 
of men in leadership posts obviously 
existed, but not as the result of inten- 
tional discrimination. 


She said there must, however, be a

One of the characteristics of Dutch 


elm disease Is that it attacks, kills and 
deteriorates the tree very quickly.

He paid his pledge to the center's 


building campaign with a first consign- 
ment of the exquisitely simple, hand 
wrought pieces. The center ordered 
more. 


Fisher, whose barber shop, home, 


and home workshop are at 1121 Witzel 
Ave., 
has been doing wire sculpture for 


about 10 years. It started when he saw a 
crucifix the Rev. William Van De 
Kreeke brought from Lourdes shrine to 
his parents in Green Bay. 


"I saw it and liked it. My wife liked it, 


so I came home and tried to make one." 
Fisher said. "It looked easy." 


His first models were made with 


pieces of wire coat hangers and wood. 
"They were pretty bad." 


He found better wire in the scrap 


from 
the nearby 
Wald Wire & 


Manufacturing Co. He still is using that 
scrap which makes him a recycler in a 
small way. 


Joe found that the apparently simple 


curves and bends of his design didn't 
lend themselves to one-piece construc- 
tion. He applied to an uncle and a 
brother, employed at Putzer's Welding, 
for instruction in welding and silver 
soldering. 


He decided that a metal cross was 


more suitable for his design and so 
selected quarter-inch cold rolled steel. 
Now he buys it in 24-inch lengths and 
cuts it at the welding shop, smoothing 
and bevelling it at home. 


Today, Joe's pieces include Madonnas 


like line drawings and profiles of his 
own and neighborhood children done in 
the same style and technique. 


"I sketch the profile," he said, "then 


work it out in copper wire because 
that's more pliable." The copper wire is 
taken from electric cable. 


The Fishers rely on the crucifixes as 


unusual gifts for weddings, anniver- 
saries and the like. 


In 10 years, Joe has developed several 


devices for improving production. He 
uses a form he built using aluminum to 
which solder won't adhere as a guide to 
working out the design. 


To the uninstructed, the form appears 


only as a few apparently random spaced 
small pegs, several pencilled lines, and 
a raised circle or two. 


For Joe, they are the pattern for his 


sculpture. He measures wire lengths 
against the pencil marks, twists the 
many pieces of wire required by the 
design around pegs and circles, and 
uses another pattern form to holo the 
pieces for soldering. 


His tools are pliers, wire cutters, a 


drill, acetylene torch, soldering equip- 
ment, a short length of railroad track 
for an anvil, and a hammer. 


Two metal pans, made by the artist to 


a special shape, are used for preparing 
the metal for painting and for paint 
dipping. The pieces are finished by 
dipping in flat black paint.

with 
any 


municipality to develop a program 
where the timber can be harvested 
profitably for himself and the seller. 


Gary Boley, head of special projects 


in recycling-conscious Madison, for 
three years has been selling or giving 
away his elm logs and the program has 
reached a point where he disposes of 
almost 10 per cent of the cutting. 


He has a twofold plan. City crews cut 


some logs and truck them to a nearby 
sawmill while others are placed on 
flatbed railroad cars and taken to a 
wood pulp mill in Tomahawk. 


John Franzen, Oshkosh forester, 


after three years of trying to find a 
market —other than fireplace wood - 
has entered into an agreement with a 
specialty mill in the city to take four 
foot logs. 


This is especially good for a 


municipality since adding equipment 
to handle hefty eight-foot elm logs is 
not only expensive but really not worth 
the investment. He thinks city crews 
should be able to handle the four-foot 
sections, which will be shaved for 
plywood and ultimately sawed into 
components for wooden crutches. 


In Oshkosh's case, 150 trees taken 


down on terraces and parks, plus 400 
logged on private property, can be put 
to good use. 


And this is exactly the plan of the 


"elm resource" seminar being readied 
for a March opening. 


Brogan wants to convince property 


owners that waiting for the price to go 
up will only mean a worthless woodlot 
in a couple of years as Dutch elm 
disease continues to spread. 


But, 
he also has to convince wood 
processors —paper mills and sawmills 
— that the resourse is worth the addi- 
tional effort to harvest. 


By using the resources available 


through the University Extension of- 
fices located in every county, Brogan 
and Peterson hope to get to woodlot 
owners before the bark beetle does. 


They also plan to use the Department 


of Natural Resources' free-for-the- 
asking forestry service to assist in 
marking trees so a small woodlot can 
be reasonably harvested. 


One of the problems has been that 


processors have been reluctant to go 
into small scattered woodlots to har- 
vest because of economics. "We are 
going to try to get several owners 
together to form a cooperative so a

mill can come in and hit three or four 
10-acre lots in a single clip. This will 
make it economically feasible," 
Brogan explained. 


"What we're trying to do is make 


people aware that the trees are going 
to die and should be harvested while 
there's still something left to harvest," 
Brogan said, adding that the Dutch 
elm toll will begin to show in about 
five to eight years and could have 
taken all the elms within a dozen, 
years. 


But Dale Wolske of the Algoma 


Lumber Co. is going to need convinc- 
ing. His company has a metal detector 
which he says "is good, but doesn't 
work all the time. When you have a 
30-inch log it won't see something 
that's buried deep and won't even show 
the things like concrete." 


He also doesn't think too much of 


Richardson's replaceable tooth saw. 
"We use a band saw which takes only 
an eighth-inch bite. A circular saw 
takes a quarter-inch," meaning that 
more of the log —and profits —end up 
in sawdust. 


The primary thrust of the "elm 


resource" is going to be to convince 
processors that diseased elm is there 
and worth harvesting while trying to 
show property owners that unless it's 
harvested soon there won't be anything 
left. 


With President Nixon's speech last 


week, there may be even another use 
for elm and that's in the increasing 
number of fireplaces that could be 
generating heat which isn't coming 
from the unfueled furnace. 


In this era of conservation, ecology 


and energy shortage, it appears that 
the awareness program is very timely. 


While more stringent restrictions are 


placed on sanitary landfills and th» 
state restricts burning because of •£ 
pollution, finding a market for the elm 
wood may be the only way left to BM 
the chunks of wood out of the back 
yard — where it's against the law to 
leave it anyway.

living standards. How is it that 


the genie has so suddenly turned into 
a monster? 


The answer depends very much on 


whom you talk to. Ten years ago, 
when the economy was not nearly so 
rich as it is today, the economists were 
at bat. Dissatisfied with the state of af- 
fairs, they chose growth as their favor- 
ite strategy to combat the ills of the 


The economy grew by over 50 per 


cent, but dissatisfaction, instead of di- 
minishing, grew even faster. Today the1 
ecologists have their innings. They 
stress the environmental damage al- 
ready done, warn of much more 
serious blight yet to come, and de- 
mand that drastic action be taken. 


Many of them say that not only pop- 


ulation growth, but also all economic 
growth must be halted. Else, they say, 
the pollution and the shortages will 
eventually bring on collapse. 


Similar warnings have been voiced 


since the early 1800s, when the Rever- 
end Thomas Malthus first preached 
his doctrine that world population was 
bound to outrun food supplies and 
that the world was destined to misery 
and starvation if it did not succeed in 
limiting the growth of numbers. 


Since then, such storm flags have 


been hoisted from time to time, always 
to be hauled down as events proved 
them wrong. There have been famines, 
but on the whole the world has man- 
aged to produce food well ahead of 
population, particularly in the United 
States, where, at least until very re- 
cently, our problem has been sur- 
pluses, not shortages. 


This time, however, the flags are 


being raised over a wider front. It is 
not food only, but all natural re- 
sources, including energy supplies, air, 
and water that are declared in danger. 
Some of the evidence is obvious: foul 
air, unsanitary water, crowded streets, 
and endless traffic jams. After having 
cried "wolf many times in error, we 
finally seem to be within sight of the 
animal. 


But though all this is true, does it 


mean that we must drop and stop ev- 
erything in order to save ourselves? 
Some people talk of stopping growth 
as if it were something like'stopping a 
habit of smoking of overeating. 


For some people who are comfort- 


ably off it may indeed amount to not 
much more than that. A middle-aged 
man with a good job, a comfortable 
home, well set in his habits of work- 
ing, playing, and vacationing may not 
care much whether or not he makes 
still more money, so long as others 
don't get ahead of him. But to stop 
growth and start giving up hope and

as charged. 
Town officers say the certificate of 
eposit was an error, that the money for 
le truck was received the day after the 
sport was made, and that Robert Lutz, 
hilton, town attorney had advised 
gainst depositing the mobile home fees 
ecause the town and mobile home court 
perator were in litigation. 
Mrs. Zobel presented a petition to the 
iwn board in June with 33 signatures 
sking for an audit, and later made two 
rritten requests after town officials 
eclined to act on the petition on the 
rounds of coat. 
Town Chairman George Schwalbach 


said Monday's vote would be by secret 
ballot, and a poll list of eligible voters 
taken. Such a vote had been requested by 
Appleton attorney James Long who 
represented Mrs. Mary Leader. Schwal- 
bach said no printed ballots had been 
made, but electors would have the op- 
portunity to write "yes" or "no." 


Town authorities have said they have 


not seen any flyers. They agreed that 
Mrs. Zobel's figures "are correct," that 
there had been errors in reports and 
corrections had been explained.

a large crowd at Monday's meeting 
which will be in the garage adjacent to 
the small town hall.

Limits of abundance

plans for the future looks very differ- 
ent for people in lower income brack- 
ets. 


Recently, at a hearing before the 


public service commission in a New 
England town, environmentalists at- 
tacked the local power company for its 
plan to string transmission line across 
the local scenery. The critics wanted 
the line put underground, although 
this would have trebled the cost and 
raised the price of electricity. Then an 
alderman from a Black section of the 
town argued simply: "My people don't 
care whether you string that line 
above ground, above water, or below. 


"There is just one thing we do care 


about: we don't want our electric bills 
to go up." That argument won the day. 


A confrontation is in the making be- 


tween the environmentalists and the 
poor. Even if growth continues, the 
poor will have to pay for the coming 
clean-up along with everybody else, as 
power bills rise, gasoline becomes 
more expensive, automobiles become 
less efficient, and all the rest. Contin- 
ued growth of the economy, raising 
their income steadily, would help them 
to bear these costs with something left 
over. An end to growth means freezing 
them into their present position, un- 
less the government drastically re- 
distributes income through heavy 
taxes on the rich and gifts to the poor. 


Without growth, there would be 


little to justify the prevailing inequal- 
ity of income. At present, inequality 
serves a purpose: 


It gives people an incentive to be ef- 


ficient, and it enables people with 
good incomes to save money that can 
be invested productively, thus contrib- 
uting to further growth. It also gives 
the poor some hope that gradually 
they will work out of their condition. 


Without growth, there is no need for 
incentives or investment, and no 
promise to relieve poverty. Redistribu- 
tion of the existing incomes becomes 
the only hope of betterment. 


Thus income redistribution is a logi- 


cal consequence of stopping economic 
growth. One may argue that an 
evening-up of the rewards from eco- 
nomic activity is in order in any event 
and should not wait for a decision to 
stop growth. But the man with the 
good job and comfortable home 
should not talk about an end of 
growth without realizing that it also 
means the end of his style of life. 


We face an even more dramatic con- 


frontation as we look at the develop- 
ing countries. 


Among countries, they are the 


world's poor. If they keep increasing 
their populations and raising their liv- 
ing standards as they are trying to do, 
stopping economic growth in the 
United States would accomplish little 
in improving the environment. Such 
sacrifice would simply be a drop in the 
bucket. But how can we persuade the 
developing countries, set on speeding 
up their growth, to reverse gears and 
stop growing? 


That confrontation was evident at 


last year's conference on the environ- 
ment held by the United Nations at 
Stockholm, Sweden. Many of the de- 
veloping countries took the position 
that the environmental issue was sim- 
ply a new form of imperialism and ex- 
ploitation by the industrial countries. 
Spokesmen for the Zero Population 
Growth movement and for the envi- 
ronment caved in before the onslaught 
of representatives of the developing 
countries who declared that whatever 
the United States might do, they 
would go on multiplying, growing, and

polluting. 
In the face of all these consequences 


of trying to stop growth, it clearly 
takes an enormous decision to go that 
way. We had better be completely sure 
that the environmentalists are right 
before we follow their advice. There 
are some very good reasons for think- 
ing that they vastly exaggerate. Con- 
sequently, it would be unwise to take 
drastic measures that may turn out 
not to have been necessary. Equally, 
however, it would be unwise to ignore 
warnings that may turn out to be true. 
Is there a way to protect ourselves 
against resource shortages, starvation, 
and pollution without going to the ex- 
treme of stopping economic growth? 


There is indeed. Obviously we can- 
not go on as heretofore, disregarding 
pollution and exhaustion of resources. 
We must do what is necessary to clean 
up and to provide for the future. But 
why not turn the resources provided 
by economic growth to doing those 
jobs? 
It would mean diverting some of our 


growing output from its principal use, 
which is to raise consumption. But we 
would then have a clean environment, 
assured supplies for the future, livable 
cities, and most of what the environ- 
mentalists fear growth will destroy. 


This will of course cost a lot of 


money. But if growth continues, that 
money will be available. As production 
and incomes grow, some fraction of 
the gain can be used to protect and im- 
prove the environment. Conceivably, 
the cost of doing so might become so 
high that nothing was left over after a 
thorough clean-up job. At that point, 
clearly, growth-would have to come to 
a halt. To continue it would add noth- 
ing to consumable output. But at the 
present time it looks very unlikely that 
this impasse would be reached soon. 


Calculations for moderately clean 


air and water put the price tag by 1980 
at an annual $40 billion. 


If we wanted them very clean, the 
cost might be more than twice as 
much. But consider the gains growth 
would have brought by 1980. At the 


normal growth rate of the American 
economy, Groat National Product will 
have advanced, in constant prices, 
from about $1.150 billion in 1972 to 
over $1,000 billion in 1980. The gain of 
about $450 billion will be more than 
sufficient to meet the coat of keeping 
air and water clean, with plenty.to 
spare to take care of our growing pop- 
ulation and of the normal demands of 
people for "more." 
Consider the consequences if we 


were to slow down economic growth 
drastically or even bring it to a halt. 
There would still be more mouths to 
feed and people demanding "more." 
There would still be some air and wa- 
ter pollution to be cleaned up, al- 
though not as urgently as if growth 
were to continue. But there would be 
little or no additional money. What 
priorities then are likely to develop?; 


Would we take resources away from 
consumption in order to devote them 
to the clean-up? Or are we more likely 
to ignore the clean-up job in order to 
meet the importunities of the con- 
sumer? In my judgment, the environ- 
ment would run a poor second to con- 
sumer demands. In either case, 
obviously there would be a bitter polit- 
ical struggle fraught with great risks. 
We can avoid this by continuing to 
grow, keeping the environment in bet- 
ter shape than we have done. 


Someday, the time might come 


when we no longer could do this. The 
cost of cleaning up, and the cost of 
digging and drilling ever deeper for 
ever scarcer minerals and oil, might 
exceed the gains from growth. That 
would indeed be the time to stop. The 
political difficulties of readjusting so- 
ciety to such a condition are 
enormous. But at least we would have 
'gained time to make these adjust- 
ments. 


Meanwhile, we would have reached 


a standard of living at which such 
changes could be made more easily 
than is possible today.

Indian art traces times, 
culture of a people 


OSHKOSH - Indian art, like anyone 


else's art, "reflects the artist's time 
and place," according to a University of 
Wisconsin-Oshkosh anthropologist who 
collects Native American handiwork 
both as a hobby and as a professional 
pursuit. 


Dr. William H. Hodge only wishes the 


public had a fraction of the interest in 
Indian decorative and ceremonial art 
that it has, say, in watching television. 


"There's a lot of bad television 


programming, but no bad Indian art 
and crafts," says Hodge, adding that 
the latter "richly deserve and need 
public support." 


Hodge confines his collecting to 


modern work, a good deal of which is 
readily available at Indian powwows 
and gatherings throughout the country. 
He does not believe that Indian objects 
which have actually been used for 
ceremonial 
purposes 
should 
be 


acquired by collectors, and will not add 
such pieces to his collection. 


"There is a wide range of contem- 


porary Indian art, crafts and games, 
none of which Indians are the poorer for 
having sold," he explained. 


"It's 
possible to obtain good, 


interesting, things without spending 
very much money." 


Hodge, an" associate professor of 


anthropology at UWO, finds that a good 
source in Wisconsin is the Milwaukee 
Public Museum store. 


Particularly showy and eye-catching 


objects in the Hodge collection are a 
number of Canadian Iroquois masks, all 
made within recent yeaw at the Six 
Nations Reserve, near Brantford, Ont. 


The m«fts}&no two of which are 


exactly alik*>are carved from pine, and 
decorated with horse hair and some- 
times with metal from tobacco cans. 


In 
keeping 
with 
old Iroquois 


mythology, the masks are painted black 
or shades of brownish red. 


Iroquois masks, according to the 


UWO faculty member, represent more 
than 30 traditional styles and are still 
used in ceremonial dances. 


The variety of designs helps to make 


mask collecting a fascinating hobby, 
Hodge has found. 


"They're interesting in themselves 


and I find them comfortable to have 
around." 


In addition to the full-sized masks, 


there are also miniatures, known as 
"guardian" masks. 


The craft work of Graver Wolf Voice 


of Montana, supposedly the last of the 
Northern Cheyenne flute makers, is 
represented in Hodge's collection by a 
cedar flute decorated 
with hawk 


feathers. 


Its owner said the flute was made 


about three years ago at Lame Deer, 
Mont., a tribal center of the Northern 
Cheyenne. If Wolf Voice is still alive, 
Hodge commented, he would be in his 
early 90s. 


Marion King, another Lame Deer 


craftsman who died not long ago at the 
age of 97, made a Cheyenne war club 
owned by Hodge. King was of Mexican 
ancestry, but was raised by Cheyennes 
in Montana. 


Also from Montana is a Northern • 


Cheyenne calfskin shield, decorated 
with hawk feathers, and representations 
of the sun and phases of the moon. It 
High, he said. 


The consensus of educators in the 


valley who are involved in alternative

Now some of the Republican or- 


ganization leadership is pondering a 
public opinion survey that, among 
other objectives, would provide some 
clues to the public acceptance of po- 
tential candidates on their state ticket 
next year, including those who might 
be persuaded to run if such returns are 
reasonably favorable. 


Among the advocates 
of such 


preliminary testing of the electoral 
winds is Jack Olson, the 1970 guber- 
natorial nominee of the party and a 
man who after five statewide cam- 
paigns, three of them successful as 
nominee for lieutenant governor, can 
probably be classified as one of the 
party's experts in candidate accep- 
tability. 


Olson is the chairman of a special 


committee that is collecting the names 
of potential candidates for places on 
the state party ticket. Olson is some- 
times mentioned as a repeat candidate 
for governor, but there is nothing that 
he has said or done lately suggesting 
that he is seriously interested. 


Gov. 
Patrick Lucey Is obviously 


proud of the results of his sustained 
weight reduction diet. During his last 
news conference, he talked with 
reporters during a longer than usual 
period on his feet, rather than in his 
usual posture behind his big desk. 


Now a trim 175 pounds, Lucey con- 


fesses that he is required to ration 
calories constantly. He Is now at least 
35 pounds below his top weight. 


The governor's selection of Stanley 


York, best known as the last executive 
secretary of the state Republican 
party, as chief of the state's emer- 


gency fuel coordination effort, was 
evidently settled a considerable tine 
before its public disclosure. 


York's comments showed that he had 


been carefully briefed, and that he had 
prepared his own observations with 
great care. They were not cheerful.

Legal secretaries now employed are 
expected to provide a roster of publicly 
qualified and registered lawyers' 
aides. Clyde Schoemer, the West Bend 
lawyer, is directing the project for the 
State Bar of Wisconsin. 


Quiet soundings have indicated that 


the judicial reform amendment to the 
state constitution that has passed the 
state assembly in a first test will en- 
counter hard sledding in the state 
senate. 


At the very least, some leading 


senators will demand some changes in 
the format of the reorganization 
measures that was worked out by a 
special judicial reorganization task 
force with the enthusiastic cheering of 
Chief Justice E. Harold Hallows of the 
state Supreme Court. Objections cover 
a variety of subjects, some of which 


will probably require compromise 
negotiations. 


One worry is that the elimination of 


county judges will reduce the impor- 
tance of the county "courthouse." The 
proposal calls for a single trial court 
system consisting of circuit judges 
only.

The Scandal of Our 
Pension Plans: 


Can Do About It 


It is estimated that between one-third and 
one-half of the 35 million workers covered by pension 
plans will never collect a cent. Are you one of them? 


• Charles N. Evelyn worked 


41 years for a New Jersey 
chemical factory. As part of his 
compensation, he was promised 
a pension of $100 a month 
when he retired at 65. At 63, 
he was laid off when the factory 
was bought by a bigger com- 
pany. The result: He was in- 
eligible for the pension he had 
counted on for 41 years. 


• Mrs. Iris Kwek was laid 


off by the Anaconda American 
Brass Company for economy 
reasons after 30 years of serv- 
ice in Detroit Result: She lost 
all rights to her pension bene- 
fits. She had started at the com- 
pany in 1941 after she finished 
high school. Then she went on 
to earn a college degree at night 
But even with her degree she 
stayed on at her old job because 
of the pension rights she 
thought she had already earned. 


• Robert E. Pratt of Hudson, 


N.Y., found out after working 
for the Gifford Wood Company 
for 47 years that he would re- 
ceive no pension. Why? Be- 
cause the company had been 
sold and the pension plan was 
terminated three months be- 
fore Mr. Pratt reached age 65. 
The new company, Oreer In- 
dustries of Wilmington, Mass., 
claimed there were only funds 


available to pay those who had 
retired three months before Mr. 
Pratt's birthday. 


These three people and thou- 


sands like them have com- 
plained bitterly over the fact 
that their long-expected pen- 
sions have evaporated into thin 
air. And these complaints con- 
tinue to pour in despite the 
fact that private pension plans 
now cover an estimated 35 mil- 
lion American workers and 
have assets in excess of $150 
billion—growing at the rate of 
$10 to $12 billion annually. 


It seems clear that there are 


major flaws in this country's 
system of private pension plans 
-flaws that are the basis for the 
estimate that between one-third 
and one-half of the 35 million 
workers covered will never col- 
lect a cent from the plans on 
which they rely, and to which 
they probably have contributed. 


The Senate Labor Subcom- 


mittee, of which I am a mem- 
ber, made an analysis in 1971 
of 51 plans that failed to pro- 
vide for any kind of vesting (en- 
titlement to pension benefits) 
before retirement age, or that 
provided for vesting only after 
the employee had worked 11 
years or more, had attained a 
specified age, or both. Since

1950, these plans had covered 
seven million employees and 
had accumulated some $10 bil- 
lion in assets. 


The analysis showed that 


since 1950 only four percent of 
those seven million participants 
received any kind of vested re- 
tirement benefit It also showed 
that 5.2 million participants 
had left the coverage of the 51 
plans since 1950 before reach- 
ing retirement age, and of that 
number 92 percent had for- 
feited any right to receive pen- 
sion benefits. Substantial num- 
bers of those who lost out had 
put in long years of service- 
but it wasn't enough to keep 
their pension benefits. 


And then mere were 36 


plans that were the subject of 
yet another study. These plans 
covered about three million par- 


ticipants since 1950 and had ac- 
cumulated assets of $6 billion. 
Vesting was provided after ten 
years of service or less. The an- 
alysis showed that since 1950, 
242,510 employees had re- 
ceived normal, early or deferred 
vested retirement benefits, or 
eight percent of the total three 
million employees who partici- 
pated in these plans. Approxi- 
mately 1.5 million employees- 
half the total-had left these 
plans before they reached re- 
tirement age. And 73 percent of 
thaf 1.5 million forfeited their 
right to obtain any kind of pen- 
sion benefit 


These figures tell the story in 


overwhelming terms. The enor- 
mous mobility of our working 
population plays havoc with the 
assumptions on which most pri- 
vate pension plans are built

Moving, and the resultant Iocs 
of pension benefits, is the rule 
rather than the exception. Very 
few employees work for one 
employer as long as 30 years- 
or even 20 years. But despite 
this undeniable evidence, pri- 
--vate pension plans are struc- 
tured in a way that results in an 
abnormally high loss of benefits. 


Would better pension plans 


make a difference in people's 
lives? Yes — undeniably, pen- 
sions can make a significant 
contribution to the economic 
security of large numbers of old 
people who need a much more 
realistic level of living in retire- 
ment. Even a substantially 
liberalized Social Security could 
not do the job pensions can do. 
It's been nearly 40 years since 
Social Security was enacted. 


Right now—even with recent 


substantial increases in its bene- 
fits—Social Security is just bare- 
ly enough to support people, 
ewsn at poverty levels. Nor do 
people save or invest enough 
money over a lifetime. The re- 
sult is they can't really cope 
with soaring food costs or any 
other forms of inflation. We've 
even had the spectacle of seeing 
some retired people turn into 
shoplifters, just to obtain a de- 
cent diet. And that's only one 
example of what the lack of 
adequate old-age incorn- ian 
do to people. 


And what if people begin 


to live longer? The medical-re- 
search community is concen- 
trating as never before on 
reaching major breakthroughs 
against the great killers—cancer 
and heart disease. If their ef- 
forts succeeded, life expectancy 
could soar to 70 or 90 or more. 
That would revolutionize the 
economics, of aging and make 
an improved private pension 
system even more essential. 


Pensions also have a great 


deal to do with morale—and the 
erosion of worker morale has 
become a matter of grave na- 
tional concern. We need to find 
ways to give workers a "shot in 
the arm," to improve their in- 
centives. Judging from their 
complaints about their pension 
plans, pension security certain- 
ly isn't doing much to help 
morale at present. 


My advice to employees who 


are covered by pension plans is 
this: Find out all you can about 
your coverage. What are the 
benefits? What does it take to 
make you eligible for the bene- 
fits? Who's contributing how 
much to the plan? How many 
years will you have to work to 
be eligible for normal retire- 
ment? For early retirement? 
For disability retirement? How 
many years does it take to vest? 
Who manages the money in 
your pension fund, and how is 
the money invested? Keep ask- 
ing until you get answers. 


Many companies have excel- 


lent pension plans, and the 
whole pension system has im- 
proved dramatically in the last 
ten years. From 1960 to 1970, 
for example, the number of 
people receiving private pen- 
sions more than doubled—from 
1.8 million to 4.2 million—and 
benefit payments tripled, from 
$1.8 billion to $5.9 billion. But 
many company (and union) 
plans are still woefully deficient. 


In 1966,1 introduced the first 


comprehensive bill to deal with 
the defects in the private pen- 
sion system. Then in 1972, Sen. 
Harrison Williams (D-NJ.) 
and I introduced the bipartisan 
Williams-Javits bill based on 
my 1966 bill. 


You can read what the Sen- 


ate's bill is all about elsewhere 
on these pages. 


On September 19, the Senate 


— by a 93-0 vote — passed a 
meaningful private-pension-re- 
form 
bill that 
successfully 


merged the best provisions of 
the Williams-Javits bill with a 
similar bill from the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


The Senate bill will also pro- 


vide, as proposed by the Nixon 
Administration, that individual 
employees—those not covered 
by private pension plans—can 
deduct up to $1,500 annually 
for contribution to an individual 
pension plan. 


I strongly urge every working 


man and woman to help us put 
the pension reforms of the 
Williams-Javits bill (as it cleared 
the Senate) on the U.S. statute 
books. I hope you will write and 
ask your congressman 
nm 


to support our bill.

2. Sprinkle inside of turkey with 
salt, pepper and thyme leaves. 
3. Using heavy cord, truss the 
turkey in four places: (1) tie 
the legs and tail together; (2) 
tie the legs and thighs tightly to 
the body of the turkey; (3) and 
(4) tie the wings to the body in 
2 places. 
4. Thread one spit prong or fork 
onto spit so that points are away 
from handle. Insert spit in tur- 
key just below the breastbone 
and bring out above the tail. 
Center turkey on spit. 


Clams and oysters practically cook themselves on 
the grill. Later, popcorn and maple syrup will 
tempt the children, and warm Indian Pudding and 
cream will close the meal. 


5. Thread second prong onto 
spit. Push prongs into breast 
and thigh sections of turkey; 
fasten securely. 
6. Tie another cord lengthwise 
around the turkey, wrapping the 
lengthwise cord around each ot 
the crosswise cords. 
7. When preparing coals for 
lighting, arrange them in back 
half of barbecue. Place a drip 
pan about 4 inches longer than 
the turkey m front half of bar- 
becue. If desired, shape a drip 
pan from heavy-duty foil. 
8. When coals have reached a 
medium temperature, attach 
spit to motor. Grill, brushing 
occasionally with butter, until 
turkey reaches 18S°F. internal 
temperature. (Either insert a 
meat thermometer in the thick- 
est part of the thigh before start- 
ing to grill or use a thermometer 
that can be inserted periodically 
for a reading.) 
9. The following chart can be 
used as a guide for barbecuing 
time:

t's true, I have been called a 
gourmet cook—but let's just 
say I enjoy cooking.

"fntercampus Equalization" 


The idea of assigning missions to the various units of the 


University of Wisconsin and reserving graduate studies to 
designated campuses is being attacked by the Wisconsin 
Education Association which is enlisting the support of 
other unions to lobby against the idea. 


The WEA proposes instead that intercampus equaliza- 


tion should be the objective of the higher education sys- 
tem. This plan would discourage the UW from giving 
preferential treatment to any campuses. More to their 
point is the proposal that any campus with a job vacancy 
would have to offer it to a professor ipid off at another 
campus before employing any personnel from outside the 
UW system. 


Such a proposal would negate any fiscal savings that 


merger of the higher educational systems in the state was 
supposed to accomplish. Under the plan developed by the 
University administration, doctoral programs would be 
confined to Madison and Milwaukee, master's level 
programs to Oshkosh and Eau Claire, and specialized 
graduate programs to Stout and Green Bay. 


It simply makes sense to restrict graduate study to 


certain campuses. It is terribly expensive. It requires 
specialized staffs and facilities. 


While the WEA is promoting its equalization program it 


should also tell the taxpayers of the state how much more 
it will cost. 


Tips on bundling up 


The suggestion from Washington about all the energy we 


could save by turning the thermostat down a few degrees 
has received as much notice and compliance as earlier 
recommendations about cutting down on automobile speed 
on the highways. But if that shortage does indeed develop, 
keeping warm this winter is going to present some new 
problems for affluent Americans. 


The Christian Science Monitor has some tips. It seems 


that up to a quarter of the heat that escapes from one-s 
body goes out through the head, for long hairs and baldies 
alike, so close fitting caps are a must.

Prison break no joke 


The audacious,*or to the Irish, "cheeky," freeing of three 


I.R.A. Provisional leaders from Mount joy prison" by 
helicopter was a lively escapade which caught the Irish 
fancy. But it also sets back once again the chances for peace 
in Belfast. 


If there is such a thing as cultural inheritance then the 


Irish come rightly to their chuckles over the incident. Here 
was the helicopter swooping down over the walls of the 
prison. There were the guards, Irish Republicans, mind 
you, but part of Authority nevertheless. They are bemused, 
they think it must be the Minister of Defense come to pay 
them a visit. In any event they are unarmed. The political 
prisoners surround the helicopter, the three important ones 
climb on board and the metal bird takes off. Everyone can 
see that the pilot is operating with a pistol at his head. 


Somehow the telephone lines to the guard headquarters 


are jammed, the chopper lands at a deserted race track 
where cars are waiting. Belated roadblocks fail to catch the 
fugitives. 


But even the centuries of oppressive British rule during 


which the Irish glee over confusing, misleading and better- 
ing the authorities may have developed fail to justify the 
seriousness of the incident. 


Already the Reverend Ian Paisley, one-time hot-headed 


Protestant extremist who lately has been showing signs of 
reason, has blasted the lack of security. The Irish Cabinet 
met late to review the event. Fears among the majority 
Protestants in the North over lack of government control in 
the Republic have been exploited. The more conciliatory 
wing of the Protestants, which was doing well in debate in 
the new Assembly meeting at Stormont, will undoubtedly 
lose ground to those in Ulster who see any Council of Ireland 
as the first move toward unacceptable unification. Of 
course, that unification is on the horizon but only when the 
fears of the Protestants have been allayed. 


The Provisional, by their letter bombs to England, their 


indiscriminate explosions in Ulster and their absolute refus- 
al to consider anything by ousting of the British, now are 
calling for civil war. It is not only the British in Northern 
Ireland that the Proves seek to oust, but apparently the 
duly-elected, if conservative government of the Republic. 
The ties of the Proves to Arab extremists and Castro's Cuba 
have been well established. An argument can be made for a 
more socialist regime in Ireland but not at the point of a gun 
as the Proves would have it. 


The escape was hardly the fault of the present coalition 


government although security in the Republic is not no- 
ticeably tight. But the cause of peace has been damaged. 


Watergate all nonsense? 


White House aide Ronald Ziegler said the President was 


spending his time facing the immense problems of the 
world today like the energy crisis and the war in the Middle 
East rather than the "Watergate nonsense." 


Ziegler is a strange sort of public relations man. During 


most of the Watergate era, he has been consistently wrong, 
a loyal servant to his master no doubt, but hardly one to win 
friends and influence much of anybody anymore. The latest 
statement is part of the pattern of his patter. 


As the telegrams and letters of criticism and doubt roll in 


to Congressmen, as polls show the President's credibility at 
an all-time low, as queries about his ability to govern shake 
upmost of the leaders of other countries, this is all 


Suffering that Mr. Nixon's credibility is doubtful is just 


* polite way of inferring that the President of the United 
States is a liar. 


And that isn't nonsense at all.

Ireland preserving its ancient heritage

Some might think it a funny tort of vacation. 
It rained a lot of the time. I was in a state of 


panic for the first couple of days because I was 
driving alone on the left hand side of the road. 
Most of the countryside had closed up shop for 
the season. Until I bought some rubber 
Wellingtons, my feet were constantly wet. I 
spent most of the daylight hours climbing over 
stiles and stone fences into old churchyards, 
fending off curious cows in sodden pastures, 
trying to figure out back roads to unmarked 
high crosses and Celtic Le Tene stones, shiver- 
ing in unheated country hotels or probing for 
the bathroom down the hall. 


And I had a wonderful time. 
The west of Ireland in October is not tourist 


country and it's too bad. Except for the almost 
daily rain which blows away after a few hours, 
the weather is mild. Fuchsia and gorse are still 
in bloom. It is the start of the hunting (on 
horseback) season but that affects only a very 
few Americans who come for the sport and 
really seems more English than Irish. 


Actually my stated purpose in the visit was to 


trace down the Celtic symbols used so much in 
early Irish Christian art particularly on the high 
crosses which are unique to Ireland, Since 
Ireland has been a poor country for a long time, 
most of the abbeys, monasteries and churches 
that date as far back as the 6th Century are 
unattended It is startling to climb over a stone 
wall, as I did at the County Mayo old Strade 
area, and wade through the long wet grass over 


flat graves into the roofless church and find - 
an old tomb with lovely carved stone figures 
which had resisted the elements for at least 
eight centuries. 


Ireland is trying to explore and protect as 


much of its ancient heritage as it can. There is 
the extensive excavation at New Grange, carbon 
dated to 2,500 B.C., and new finds at nearby 
Knowth. Holycross Abbey and the Rock of 
Cashel are being restored. At Clonmacnoise an 
impressive array of old grave slabs are on 
display and protected from further damage. But 
in the West the cross shafts with their carvings 
of Biblical stories and strange animals, twined 
serpents and intricate lacing and spirals are in 
cattle pastures or deserted graveyards. Stand- 
ing stones and stone rings of pre-Christian 
peoples are pushed away by Irish farmers or 
quarriers more interested in today's problems 
than ancient history. 


In fact this lack of interest seems itself 


strange to Americans who don't date very far 
back except for our own aborigine people, the 
American Indian. On the island of InisKea, 
where my grandfather was born, we discovered 
to our surprise last year the remnants of an 
eremetic society that dates back to the 7th 
Century at least. No relative of mine had ever 
mentioned it. The trip on the North Atlantic to 
the island this year was grand. On the trip on 
the angling boat with me was a third cousin 
heading for the island to bring back cattle who 
had been summer pastured there. He spoke 
English to me but his natural tongue was 
Gaelic. 


They are bringing down the sheep to be 


counted and told in Connemara. It was a sight 
indeed to watch the canny little iheepdogt -of 
some collie variety -rounding up the raciag 
ewes and rams, moat of them marked with red 
or blue colors (for identification) and with 
hardly a visible sign from the shepherd. 


While I've never thought Irish cooking was 
great, this time one thing in particular appealed 
to me -soup. Especially tatty wat the cream of 
leek I found in a little county hotel in 
Connemara and the prawn chowder In Dublin. 
And of course the chill and the damp it probably 
one very good reason why a large bowl of soup 
tastes so good —along with the ubiquitous cup of 
tea.

a lot of concern. The Irish have always been 
very pro-American. Most of them have relatives 
over here and a great many of them survived 
bad years through help from their American 
kin. They were upset over the alert of American 
forces. But their attitude is one of embarrass- 
ment now —a little like that if a friend of your 
son has been arrested for pushing pot. If there is 
any of the feeling that at last the rich, powerful 
and arrogant United States has had its 
comeuppance, it isn't apparent. 


I heard about the Cox episodes in the little 


fishing village of Belmullet, County Mayo. And 
Senator Sam Ervin was quoted as saying in true 
phraseology —"these sackings are shocking!" 


No one else watching the "telly" knew why I 


laughed.

Talk about a Ford in our future may 


be a Detroit cliche, but the possibility of 
House Minority Leader Gerald Ford 
becoming Vice President and then 
replacing Richard Nixon is an escalat- 
ing topic of conversation here. And 
however remote the prospect, it raises a 
vital question: Could a man coming to 
power in this fashion maintain the dig- 
nity and influence of the Presidency? 


On the optimistic side, we can point to 


the record of the men who have sud- 
denly become President during this 
century. The demands of the modern 
Presidency have been fulfilled even by 
such originally dubious Presidential 
timber a° Calvin Coolidge and Harry S 
Truman. 


Here is the danger 


But on the negative side, there is the 


possibility that the institution of the 
Presidency itself may be crippled by 
the current disgrace of the Executive 
Branch and by the manner ,jn which 
Gerald Ford would necessarily be 
obliged to assume office. Herein lies the 
danger: that the Presidency may be 
shorn of more than its recent quasi 
monarchial excess of power, and that a 
combination of circumstances could 
cast a Ford Presidency in the ig- 
nominious 19th century mold 


Four 19th Century Vice Presidents 


became accidental Presidents, and none 
of them —not a one —truly prospered in 
office Virginia's John Tyler took over 
for the dead William Henry Harrison in 
1841, and then fell out with his party's 
senior leaders. He did not run again in 
1844 Several years later, Millard Fill- 
more (Millard who') became President 
on the death of Zachary Taylor. After 
serving two fairly ineffectual years in 
the White House, Fillmore was denied 
renomination by his party. Lincoln's 
Vice President and successor, Andrew 
Johnson, was the most ill used of them 
all. Hamstrung by Congressional hos- 
tility and then unsuccessfully 
im- 


peached, Johnson left office under a 
cloud in 1869. Chester A. Arthur, last of 
the 19th century Vice Presidents to 
suddenly become President, served the 
remaining three years of James Gar- 
field's term, and then returned to rela- 
tive obscurity 


Barely-remembered names —Tyler, 


Taylor, Johnson, and Arthur; hardly 


statesmen whose deeds live on on the 
tips of our tongues. Mere occupancy of 
the Victorian-Era White House, with its 
handful of clerks and rolltop desks, did 
not give the accidental Presidents of the 
19th century leverage to command the 
attention of history. 


But the 20th Century changed that. 


Since 1900, four Vice Presidents have 
suddenly acceded to power —Theodore 
Roosevelt, Calvin Coolidge, Harry 
Truman, and Lyndon Johnson —and all 
four have been able to use their oppor- 
tunity to secure 1) an influential or 
dominant position in their party and 2) 
re-election in their own right to a sub- 
sequent full term as President Ac- 
cumulating official clout explains the 
contrast between these men and their 
hapless 19th century peers Nowadays 
even the meekest President has an 
awesome arsenal of power at his dis- 
posal.

Some people are 
citing other 


precedents — the careers of Nixon, 
Johnson, and Humphrey —to prove that 
even as Vice President, Ford would 
have a leg up for the 1976 Republican 
Presidential nomination. I disagree: 
Subordinate service in an ongoing, 
Watergate-besmirched Nixon Adminis- 
tration would probably undo Ford just 
as service in an extended Harding 
Teapot Dome Administration would 
have cooked Calvin Coohdge's goose 
But if Ford becomes President, the 
prospect of independent authority and 
reputation would brighten his future 
considerably. Like Coolidge, he could 
take firm measures against the corrup- 
tion his predecessor had tolerated. 


With the House GOP Leader not yet 


confirmed as Vice President, and 
Richard Nixon still in the White House, 
no one can do more than conjecture 
what a Ford Presidency would be like - 
institutionally or politically. There are 
reasons to think that Ford's accession 
might signal a new Executive Branch 
subservience to Congress. Still, the fact 
remains that each of this century's Vice 
Presidents-turned-President has been 
able to rise to the occasion and go on to 
win the second term that the American 
public invariably accords successful 
Chief Executives.

Your Nov. 1 editorial suggested that I 


believe that confirmation of Congress- 
man Gerald Ford as Vice President 
ought to be delayed until President 
Nixon resigns. That is simply not true 
and it indicates a complete misunders- 
tanding on your part of the position I 
have stated for some two weeks. 


1 have stated repeatedly in interview 


after interview, on television, radio and 
in the newspapers that Mr. Ford should 
be confirmed at the earliest possible 
date. I believe your misreading of my 
position, comes from a misinterpreta- 
tion of one sentence in a speech which I 
gave in Superior two weeks ago where I 
said: 
".. .as part of the agreement for the 
President's resignation, 
Congress 


should speedily confirm Gerald Ford as 
Vice President." 


If you will recall, that sentence was 


contained in a speech which said that: 


"even if President Nixon is im- 


peached or resigns from office it would 
not be in the national interest for him to 
be succeeded by Democratic Speaker of 
the House Carl Albert." 


I then went on to say in that speech 
that: 


". . .public trust would be seriously 


damaged if the Democratic Party were 
to win through tragedy what it lost last 
November — namely, the Presidential 
election." 


I made the statement which you 


evidently misinterpreted because there 
have been a number of Members of 
Congress who have been suggesting that 
Mr. Ford's nomination be held up in- 
definitely so that if the President were 
forced by events to resign in the near 
future, Speaker Albert could succeed 
Mr. Nixon and head a caretaker 


government. 


I have strongly disagreed with that 


position and my statement was meant to 
spell out my belief that the President 
should not resign unless there is a clear 
agreement that Mr. Ford will be con- 
firmed before that resignation takes 
effect. What your editorial did was to 
readthe intent of my statement exactly 


To make matters "perfectly .clear", 


in the President's vernacular, let me 
repeat my position: 


1 -I believe President Nixon should 
resign because nothing short of a 
miracle will restore the public trust or 
necessary authority required for any 
President to lead the country; 


2 -1 believe it would not be in the 


national interest for President Nixon to 
be succeeded by Carl Albert or any 
other 
Democrat 
because 
public 


cynicism about political leaders would 
fall even lower if the Democratic Party 
were to win through Constitutional 
quirk what it lost last November - 
namely, the Presidential election; 


3 —I believe Congress should move as 


fast as possible on confirmation of 
Representative Ford; 


4 — If events move so fast that 


President Nixon should be required to 
consider resignation within the next 
three or four weeks before Mr. Ford can 
be confirmed, I believe that even in 
those circumstances resignation should 
be delayed until Mr. Ford is firmly 
established as our new Vice President 
(assuming as I do that investigations 
will turn up nothing damaging to Mr.

In short, we both agree. I hope that

May I commend The Post-Crescent 


during these past few months for 
preeanting a fair and accurate picture 
of both sides of the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
Too often our news media indirectly 
obscure the facts by pushing the Israeli 
cause and their actions. This in turn 
elicits public sympathy for an issue only 
half covered. Such "forced" informa- 
tion creates artificial feelings based on 
naivety, ignorance, and bias. 


Two basic misconceptions prevail I 


feel about the whole subject. One is that 
the Arabs will never recognize Israel as 
a nation and any "aggression" on their 
part is simply part of the plan to extin- 
guish its people and statehood. This is 
an Israeli fabrication and a gross 
fallacy. The Arab people, along with all 
the people of the world, do not deny a 
national homeland for millions of mis- 
treated Jews. They do, however, (and 
this is the basic area of conflict) feel 
that you cannot right a wrong by com- 
mitting another wrong. What is this 
wrong? Simply displacing by force 
some million and a half Christian and 
Moslem Arabs from their land, farms, 
and villages. 


Moving them on like cattle in a field 


to fit in somewhere in the lands of their 
Arab brothers just to make room for 
someone else completely alien to the 
land except for their divine mission of a 
place to unite is not justified. All the 
divinity in the world never advocated 
destroying someone else's home and 
family. Do you remember the Russian 
Jews being forced from their homes in 
the movie "Fiddler on the Roof"? To 
me, they could just as well be the plight 
of the Arab refugees. It'a the same 
inhumanity; the same injustice. 


The Arab people are only asking for 


what was, is, and should be theirs. If all 
the lands seized in 1967 stay the 
property of the Israelis, the Arab people 
must refuse to any direct negotiations. 
After all, what's there to talk about if 
the Israelis ignore the basic problem of 
the Palestinian refugees anyway? Only 
when this issue is openly recognized 
and settled as a pre-condition will the 
Arabs show a desire for real peace 
negotiations. 


Having lived in the Middle East for 


the past six years as a native of their 
land, I've heard and more important, 
seen enough to convince me of the 
terrible inhumanity to man that exists 
because of what has been done to these 
displaced people. I've opened my door 
more times than once to find a hus- 
bandless mother, babe at breast, and 
four shoddy-dressed, shivering children 
all under five, clamoring to her skirt for 


warmth and hopes of tome left-over rice 
from my kettle. She holds in front of me 
an identification card showing she is a 
Palestinian refugee and a picture of her 
husband with children who was killed in 
the June 1M7 war. The answer to this 
problem for me is again confirmed. 


And then there's the Palestinian 


refugee camps like the one close to the 
International Airport in Beirut.... roofs 
and walls of flattened tins, close, 
crowded, inhuman conditions forced 
upon these people by someone stronger, 
someone mightier than they were to 
resist. These are the forgotten peoples 
and our eyes remain closed. 


The second misconception about the 


war is that it is a "holy war" between 
the Jewish faith and the Moslems. 
Having lived with a Christian family in 
a predominantly Moslem neighborhood, 
I never felt that we were considered 
inferior or someone to be converted. On 
the contrary, the Moslem faith teaches 
that Jews and Christians are "people of 
the Book" and their beliefs are to be 
respected. History has shown us that 
they have been tolerant conquerors. 
They rode in Allah's name yet never 
insisted on the conversion of Jews or 
Christians. To believe that religious 
values are at stake in this war denies 
past history and the basic tenets of the 
Moslem faith. I find it most unregret- 
table that many hundreds of those killed 
in these past wars have been Christians, 
especially in Syria. Surely this refutes 
any misconception based on religious 
sovereignty. 


It's time we take a closer look at the 


consequences of blindly sympathizing 
with one side and unjustly condemning 
the actions of the other. Let's open our 
eyes; let's be fair.

DENVER (AP) -A small nerve gas 


bomb exploded in a sealed cubicle where 
it was being detoxified at the Rocky 
Mountain Arsenal, but the Army said 
there were no injuries. 


"There was no release of agent," Art 


Whitney, a public information officer at 
the facility just north of Denver's air- 
port, said after the incident Thursday. 


Whitney said the blast occurred in the 


special building where the Army is 
disarming 21,115 obsolete M34 cluster 
bombs loaded with deadly GB nerve gas. 
He declined all comment on how the 
explosion might have taken place.
